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Habits of the Alligator as Observed In Florida. 

Tbo most marked feature of animal life In tho extreme Southern 
States of the Union is the abundance of alligators; for every tarn, 
stream, bayou, and marsh seems full of them. They are verita¬ 
ble nuisances to wild fowlers, for they rush for a dead or wounded 
duck or goose as soon as It touches the water, and opening their 
capacious jaws, gulp it down, then sink out of sight like a black 
apparition. Nothing edible that approaches the water Is safe 
from them, except man, and even he Is liable to be mistaken for 
something else occasionally, and to receive their attention In 
such a manner that be would be ready to consider their open 
countenance expressive of all that Is sardonic, truculent, 
hideous, and repulsive. They are so much afraid of him, how¬ 
ever, os a rule, that they carefully avoid him, and attempt to flee 
should they meet him ashore. 

The natives of Florida say that an alligator will boldly attack 
a man should it And him asleep on land, but will scamper off as 
fast as It can should he rise while undergoing an examluatlon 
previous to being devoured. A man erect is with the alligator, 
as with the tiger, considered the ruler of the animal world, and It 
pays him Involuntary homage by fleeing from his presence. It 
will not always retreat in this precipitate manner, however, 
especially If U Is suddenly aroused from a nap, or Its retreat to 
the water Is cut off, but will Inflate Itself from head to tail, as if 
the body were one mass of lungs, and emit a moat disagreeable 
odor, while Its little piggish eyes glisten with a mingled ex- 
presshon of fear and ferocity. If attacked then, it will use Its 
powerful tall with such excellent effect that, unless a man Is 
active enough to avoid it, he is liable to have his legs broken by a 
vigorous sweeping blow. If allowed to escape, It will move rap- 
dly onward, after reducing itself to the ordinary size, nor will it 
look round to learn If it Is pursued. 

I u Florida, where the animal only partially hibernates during 
the Winter, on account of the warmth of the climate. It Is so 
abundant that several men make a good living by killing It for 
Its hide and the oil extracted from its flesh. Its life cannot be a 
pleasant one, however remunerative it may be, as it has to live 
amid savannas which exhale a deadly miasma, and are filled with 
slimy moccasin snakes, whoso bite Is os fatal as a dose of 
strychnine. . 

One of the most disagreeable sights Imaginable Is, perhaps, a 
Florida mangrove swamp; for the snaky branches of the man- I 
groves are ahnost alive with moccasin, rattle, and black snakes, I 
while the black, oozy water Is thronged with the ssurlans, whose 
dark heads look like 60 mauy trie kuots or small logs. The I 
snakes and alligators seem to get along well together, for the I 
former are about the only thing In the form of flesh that the lat¬ 
ter will noteat; but 1 do not know how matters would stand In 
case of severe hunger. The snakes have apparently learned that I 
their fangs are harmless against the mailed sides of their swamp 
companions, for they neve- attack them, while they appear ready 
to assail every other living creature that approaches their haunia. 
They have eueinlcs euough, however, without the alligators; for , 
the darter or water turkey, crane, heron, and flamingo stand ■ 
guard over nearly every morass—but out of reach of the big- , 
mouthed saurlans—and gulp down the ophidians as they wriggle 

Tbere are two varieties, If not species, of the alligator In Flor- i 
Ida; andjts nearest cousin, the crocodile, has been found In the i 
southern portion of the peninsula. The difference between these 
closely allied kindred would escape the attention of a superficial . 
observer, or even a veteran hunter, yet it Is so marked that It i 
may be readily noted. The alligator has, primarily, a broader 
head, a shorter snout, and more teeth than a crocodile, and Is t 
devoid of the two holes in the upper jaw—Into which the two t 
great tusks of the lower jaw fit—which are so strong a character- „ 
istlc of the latter. The teeth of the alligator do not protrude , 
through the upper jaw; but they do, to a certain extent, In the i 
crocodile, and may be readily secu by looking down on the head. a 
These relatives have remarkably similar haunts and habits, yet i 
they differ in some details. The crocodile is not ouly more south- >, 
era In Us habitat, hut Is fonder of running streams and the beach r, 
than the black alligator. The latter, which ranges from six to t. 
twelve or more feet In length, Is quite plethoric, compared t,olts t 
congener, and Is partial to sluggish rivers, oozy lagoons, placid u 
skes, and saw-grass savannas, its home being generally a hole tl 
In the bank, which Is frequently under water. The brown alll- t] 
gator Is longer, more slender, quicker, and more active tbau the h 
preceding, and, unlike It, is attached to rapid streams. Its favor- tl 
Ite haunts being deep pools, the shelter of rocks, and the sandy « 
banks. It also seems to be more marine In character, for It Uvea ai 
In brackish rivers, which the other often avoids. Both varieties tl 
or species, construct their nests In the same manner and at the it 
same time, but the dates vary, according to the character of the tl 
weather and the latitude. Thoae which inhabit the more south- tt 
era portion of the s'ate commence building in June or July, but ci

It Is only the female which engages In architecture, and In pro- tl 
vldlng a home for her expected young family; and, rude as that tt 
may be, she works at It with a will while she Is employed lu con¬ 
structing It. Her first movement Is to fill her mouth with dead ar 
leaves, grass, bushes, sticks, or damp earth, and carry these to be 
where she Intends to build her nest. When she has reared a be 
mansion from two to four feet high, and from four to six or wl 
seven foot In diameter, by using her head as a trowel for beating ne 
the material together, she opens a hole In the top and drops her In 
eggs, separating them Into layers by means of earth, grass, and wt 
leaves; and, after covering all with another deep layer of the de 
same sort, she leaves her eggs to be hatched by the heat of the thi 
aqn, and the steam arising from decaying vegetation, and the gn 
evaporation of the rain after a shower. She does not desert the wh 
neat completely, however, but remains near It until she hears the 
croaking of the young; and when these leave their residence, on 
she escorts them to the water, and remains with them until the nol 
following November or December, when all separate to hibernate rlfl 
Some of the nests contain from forty to eighty eggs, and aa v«r 
nearly all tho eggs prove fertile, the abundance of the reptiles bul 
may be Imagined. Several of these neats may be seen together the 
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I on low, swampy land; and many are so carefully concealed that 
It is almost Impossible for the sunlight tostrearnupon them' The 
deduction to be made from this Is, evidently that the warmth

The alligator eats anything In the form of flsh or flesh It can 
And, and will swallow a horseshoe crab, a terrapin, a mussel, or 
so oyster as readily as it will a pig, a dog, or a headless gwse. 
Some of the residents of Florida say that the black variety Is ex¬ 
ceedingly fond of flies, and swallows a quart or two of them a 
lay sometimes, especially in the Summer, when they are very 
numerous. Ite mode of procedure Is certainly as unique as it Is 
affective, f the tale be literally true. Having taken up a posl- 
Jon on a log In the water. It opens Its mouth, and when the lu- 
lecte have Bettled In this huge cavity, It closes the trap and gulps 
;hem down bodily. It Is said that one has been known to eat a 
>eck Id two hours, as that quantity was found In Its atomacb 
vhen lt was shot, after being watched for that length of time, 
rhe story seems probable enough, for, If flies are abundant any- 
vhere, It Is in Florida, especially during the Summer months. 
This species Is credited with some other peculiarities which are 
|ulte as interesting; for, If they are correct, it proves that the 
letested 'gator has some characteristics which give It a unique 
loaitlon among the lower animals. The first of these Is the 
tetement that it makes Itself a home by excavating the earth I 
rtth Its fore paws, swallowing all it can of the looae soil, and, 
acktng Into deep water, disgorges the load, and returns to re- 
ew the operation until It has made a hole large enough to give 
self plenty of room. I 

I The female, while building her nest, Is also said to take all 
the material she can in her paws, even wheu her mouth Is full 
and to move backward until sbe reaches her nest, and so con¬ 
tinues advancing and backing until the domicil for her young 
Is erected. The belief Is almost general that alligators swallow 
pieces of wood to aid digestion; and some persons affirm that 
these hard substances are used to fill the vacuum In the stomach 
during the period of hibernation. The latter assertion Is not , 
very probable, and mSy be classed with other f.bulous attributes 
of certain animals. The saurlans do not hibernate for more than ■ 
ten or twelve days at a time In some parte of Florida, but I under- i 
etend they remain In that coudltlon during the whole of the , 
Winter In Loulelana and Texas, where the weather Is colder i 
They generally bury themselves In the mud of some shallow | 
agoon or marsh, and look so much like their surroundings that i 
It Is hard to distinguish them apart. 

Although alligators are deemed to be very dangerous to every- < 
thing, from a cow to a mussel, yet I never heard that they in- i 
jured a man In the water. I have knowD men to bathe In Black I 
river, a tributary of the St John's, and escape scathless, though t 
the water was so thronged with them that they resembled scat- 
tered rafts of logs. I heard an experienced “cracker,” or native p 
say that they would not even turn on a person when trodden a 
upon, and would be ouly too glad to escape, to care about show- • v 
lug their feelings. They are not devoid of temper, however K 
and this trait Is utilized by the natives for the purpose of so- i 
j lying a contest between them. When the " crackers’’ wish to I f 
have a battle royal, they proceed to the holes of the animals and r 
rouse them Into fury by poking them with a stick. When this n 
tantallzlug Is continued for a few moments, the alligator seizes a 
the stick in Its mouth In the most determined manner, and clings « 
to it until the captors drag It to the scene of the contest, and f, 
there they leave It while they go after others Thev also force 
the animals from their retreats by pouring hot water down the h 
loles. This Is a very effective remedy, as It sends them out In si 
he promptest mauuer. Wheu they appear they are lassoed si 
vltb a rope or a strong vloe, and hauled to the arena. As soon si 
is a sufficient number has been collected, the spectators rouse 
hem Into fury by thrusting sticks at them; and when they get it 
nto that state they belabor each other with their tails, and whack tl 
be ground with a tremendous force. Comparatively speaking ai 
hey seldom use their jaws on each other, though these huge In 
avltles open and shut rapidly and violently, for they keep their a, 
Ittle piggish eyes so firmly closed during the contest that they m 
aunot see any opportunities for using the mouth; and, though' In 
hey work it freely en .ugh, yet It Is only by the merest chance wi 
hat they catch an opponent’s leg In It. u ‘ 

The crackers” bet on their favorites In these contests, and I its 
re as enthusiastic about them as s certain class of miners would ot 
e about a dog or cock-fight, The combatants grunt, groan, and It 
ellow sometimes, especially If they receive an unusually heavy W i 
hack, and try to retreat as soon as they can; but If this Is not wi 
emitted, they stolidly stand their ground, and flog each other 
i the most determined manner. I never beard that any of them th 
ere seriously Injured In such battles, owlog, no doubt, to the cn 
malty of their hides and strongly resistant muscles; yet that ste

The Idea that the skin of an alligator Is bullet-proof Is founded I rla 
on an old tale which has long since been found Incorrect, for bai 
nothing living can withstand the power and penetration of modern 
rifles.

Editor Chicago Field:— The Howell tournament took place August 
H to 13, Inclualve, as advertised, and was a grand success In every par 
tlcular. The wentber was beautiful, the birde were a splendid lot as I 
ever saw, and the attendance of shooters was much larger than we ex¬ 
pected. The great event of the tournament was the match between 
Captain A. H. Bogardus and C. G. Jewett at 100 birds each, ground 
traps, 30 yards rise, English rales. 

Capt. Bogardus shot his Scott hammerlcss guo, using Dlttmar in his 
first and black powder In his secoud larrcl; while Mr. Jewett used 
black powder in both barrels, and using the same gun (a Claybrougli) 
that he has shot for two years, and with which he has won the Bogar- 
due Glass Ball Championship Medal of America, the Michigan State 
Medal, the Ilowell Gun Club Medal, tho M. S. Smith Silver cup, and In 
fact every other trophy that has been put in his way; and as soon as he 
wins our shotguns we will lie ready to turn him over to the foreigners. 

The match began at 2:15 p. in., with Jewett at the scon*, dropping 
bfo first bird, a hard driver, within five feet of ihc trap. Tne Captain 
on his fifth round got n driver with a constitution like that of Dr. Tan 
ner, and after being filled full of shot from both barrels, struggled be¬ 
yond the flags; hie 14th and 31st flew away unharmed, while nle 37lh 
dropped dead over the boundary; he also lost his 51st. 69th, and 98th 
birds. Jewett killed his first 45 birds without a miss, his 46th falling 
dead ontof bounds; here a little mishap occurred to Mr. Jewett, which 
probably was the main cause of his losing the mntch; ou the 47th 
round the plnuger came out of his left barrel, and while wait¬ 
ing for another plunger to be put In, shot the Captain's gnu, 
a thing he ought and most certainly would not have douo, 
hud the match been for a stake of any importance. Again, when 
he had killed his lorty-flvc birds without u miss, he was four 
ahead of the champion, and perhaps felt a little over confident that the 
match was his, and was not taking as much pains as he should have 
done, and iuateadof killing hie birds close to the trap, he had uncon¬ 
sciously grown into the habit of letting his bird get too far from the trap 
before using hia flrat barrel, and tho second was of little avail; how¬ 
ever, as soon os he discovered his error he settled down to business, 
only missing one bird In his last thirty-three. This Is Mr. Jewett's 
first match at 100birds; taking Into consideration that be was ahootlng 
against the old war horse himself, hls score woe remarkable, and I 
doubt If you will see Ite equal In any of the trial matches yet to come 
off. 

About 200 people witnessed the match, and were as orderly as a 
Quaker congregation. Time, two hours and thirty minutes. The 
score of the mutches aB follows:

CHAPTER XI. 

Od tbe 10 th we finished In the hold, put In the ports, lsshlng 
end caulking them securely, put on the hatches, and began to 
take on our deck load. The next day was cold and cloudy, with 
a strong N. E. wind, but we had the lighter alongside and worked 
until noon, when we bad finished discharging her. After dinner, 
there not being another lighter out, we swung the vessel to her 
anchor, hove In thirty or forty fathoms of chain, cleared uu the 
decks forward, and began settlug up the bob-stays, nud then went 
to supper, hoping that the uext day would be such that the balance 
of our lumber could get to us, for we were all thoroughly tired 
of lying In port with no chance to stretch our legs on shore. 
But morning dawned, clear to be sure,with the same strong wind, 
and just as cold. So the triangle was rigged round the ralzzen 
mast, and three of us were set to work scraping It, after which it 
was treated to a good coat of slush. The other man and Mr. 
Kelley were at work on the bob-stays,and the mate spent his time 
between the deck and bis state room, which last he visited often, 
remaining a long while to “light his pipe,” though from the fact 
that the steward afterward found several bottles of “ Old Tom" 
empty, all bauds concluded that he went below to wet bis whis¬ 
tle. Loosed all the sails and furled them again at night. 

In the morning rain for a short while, and no slgu of any 
lighter; scraping mainmast and gall all day! 

The next day was stormy—ralued hard all day, blowing a gale, 
and heavy sea running. Got our starboard anchor ready for let¬ 
ting go, If needed. On shore such days are welcomed by those 
who work out of doors, as affording them a chance for rest; on 
board ship it makes uo difference; there men must he kept at 
work; every minute of leisure, and they are very few, is be¬ 
grudged them; and so, though we were In the /o’ c' srf, we were 
kept at work making sennit, to be made into mats for chafing 
gear. During the night our last lighter was towed out and an¬ 
chored just astern. 

Saturday we were still at work In the forecastle as it was 
raining hard. The wind was strong and the seas were wash-' 
lng over the lighter continually; bad to go aboard her once du¬ 
ring the day and pump her out. 

The evening was passed gloomily enough—no yarns, no songs, 
nothing but growling. Four of us packed In the forecastle, the 
door and windows shut, all hands smoking, and the miserable 
lamp lending Its aid to make the place uninhabitable for any but 
sailors. At last we all “ turned flukes,” and after a last whiff, 
us a night-cap, Bllence reigned, broken only at Intervals by a 
gTunt from Pete as he turned in his bunk, or muttered a word of 
Portuguese from Louis. 

About 12:30 I wsb awakened by a loud halloo. I remained 
ijulet a moment, thinking that I must have been dreaming, when 
again I beard It. 

“Ship ahoy I ahoy I” 

Out I jumped and pulled on my boots, grabbed my ollsklus, 
aud went on deck. Mr. Kelley and Mr. C. were just coming out 
of the cabin, when the hall was repeated. 

“Hullo I" from the mate In reply. 

‘We’re sinking; send a boat and take us off,” came over the 
water to us, 

“Sinking be blowed," said Kelley. “ Flow iu blazes can you 
slnkl Pump her out!” be continued In a shout. 

“Can’t pump no more; played out," was the answer. 

“Well I guess you’d better go off to ’em,” said Mr. C. 

“All right. Hope they will sluk," growled Kelley as he went 
forward. 

“Turn out boys and take those d—d fools off that lighter," 
awakened the rest of the crew, and was the first Intimation they 
received of anything being wrong. 

“Stir yourselves now, and get aft herd” growled the mate. 
“Jump Into the boat Joe, and unhook the tackles when she’s in 
the water. Put the oars In, Pete; don’t stand there gaping. 
Lower away together now 1” 

The boat was safely lowered, tackles unhooked and we started. 
Getting clear of the vessel we headed for the lighter. Though 
scarcely an eighth of a mile off we had half an hour’s hard pull¬ 
ing before we reached her. 

When we finally got our painter fast to her stern, Mr. Kelley 
boarded her and began abusing her crew In remarks which were 
by no means devoid of profanity. The crew, a tall, tbln man and 
a boy, took their abuse meekly, saying they bad been pumping 
all day and all night and were “ clean tuckered out." Well at 
last we all went aboard and manning the pump bad her dry In 
fifteen minutes, and then returned to the vessel, narrowly escap- 
lng being carried by and out to sea for the wind was blowing a 
gale off abore, and our boat was a clumsy thing to handle In a 
sea. 

In the morning the lighter was still afloat and on the day before 
Christmas, at two o'clock p. m. we took our last stick of lumber 
aboard, working from daylight In a cold, heavy rain, with noth¬ 
ing to eat after seven o’clock when we had breakfast. In the 
evening the question as to whether we should be ordered to work 
the next day, and If so what we should do, was fully discussed. 
Louis said be did not want to work and wouldn’t If the rest would 
agree. Joe allowed his back was “tickltsh" and be wouldn’t 
work. Pete never heard of working on Christmas, and probably 
never heard of the day until he shipped In an English vessel, and 
Jack knew that they could not be compelled to work, so It was 
unanimously resolved not to work. 

Christmas morning dawned cloudy and cold enough for New 
England, and as usual we were turned out at daylight, and soon 
after the mate came forward and ordered us to “ turn to," 
though ho spoke In lees commanding tones than usual, having 
got an Inkling of our talk. 

We didn’t “ turn to ” and he came forward again and was then 
Informed that we did not propose to work. The mate then came 
to us and asked us If we were most ready to come out, and when 
he found we were not coming, he endeavored to scare us by 
threats. Hard words break no bones, and knowtng him as we 
did, we didn’t scare worth acent. Then be told us that we could go 
to work or go ashore, and we closed with blB proposal at once, 
and when the “ old man ’’ came forward he found all bande pack¬ 
ing up. 

“What’s the matter, my lads?” said he, as he etood In thedoor- 
,way. 

Joe told him the story, and was seconded by Jack, the others 
keeping quiet 

“ Well,” replied the old man, “ If you won’t work to-day, I 
can’t make you, and suppose I’ll have to go ashore for some men, 
for I must get the deck load lashed at once,” and be went off. 
Wc were proof against the mate’s bluster, but such talk we were 
not prepared for, and as the captain had always used us well we 
went on deck and worked till 10 o’clock, when we went below 
for the day. How the time dragged; nothing to do but smoke, 
read and sleep, then sleep, read and smoke for a change, occa¬ 


sionally adding to the order of exercises by putting wood In the 
stove, or picking up the lamp wick with a sheath-knife. Pete 
had, what be called, “a Christmas foxes," being a suit of oil¬ 
skins and mittens. The rest of us exchanged reminiscences of 
past Christmases, but they did not tend to render the day any 
more agreeable, and so darkness fell around us, and we dropped 
asleep In the stifling atmosphere of the forecastle, to be awak¬ 
ened, In what seemed a very few minutes, by the rough call of the 
second, to “ tumble out In here." We tumbled out; cold, cloudy, 
and raining hard; oilskins were put on, and all the morning we 
worked In the wet, lashing water casks, hooking tackB and sheets, 
and preparing for sea. In the afternoon we spent some time 
aloft repairing foot-ropes, etc., and came down chilled to the 
bonee by the strong northwest wtud. 

The popular notion Is that sailors are superstitious, and will 
never start from port on Friday, because they believe nothing be¬ 
gun on that day prospers. 

Perh tps they are so, but our captain was an exception, for 
about 10 o'clock he came off; all hands signed a new set of arti¬ 
cles, the “ Jack ’’ was set for a pilot, and soon after dinner we 
got the anchor “ awelgh," and were off. The weather was clear 
and cold (Ice on deck In the mornlug), with a fair wind, and 
about i o’clock we were outside the light- The pilot left us, 
with wishes for a pleasant passage, and agalu we were on “ blue 
water." 

During the passage all bands were kept at work during the day 
setting up rlgglug, aud doing as much as possible of the quantity 
of absolutely neces-ary work which had accumulated,owing to the 
constitutional Inability of the mate to work himself or set others 
to work. As the saying Is, “ He was born tired." 

The mats were worn out. “Irish pennants” hung from the 
stnys or waved gracefully In the breeze, foot-ropes needed atten¬ 
tion; In fact, there was work enough for twenty men, and only 
five of us to do It. 

Ooe day all hands at work tarring the rigging, the next re¬ 
placing old ratlines with new, aud the next starting at something 
else, which was left half done to begin another job. 

We bad all sorts of weather every day. Cold In the morning, 
warm In the afternoon; making eight or uloe knots for a few 
hours, then rolllug and tossing ou the waves, the sails flapping 
idly against the masts; the wind was variable and blew from the 
thirty-two points ofthe compass In as many hours almost, neces¬ 
sitating constant tacking. Sometimes, when the sea was smooth 
It woufd be covered as far as you could see by “Portuguese men-of- 
wur," sailing along with their long, slender tentacles hanging 
down In the water like the line roots of a bulb. Beautiful they 
were when (n the water, but on close Inspection their beauty 
vanished,and they became nothing but lumps of jelly-like matter. 

The new year brought uo change of weather, and when not 
tacking ship wc were tarring ratlines and working on the rlg- 

glog. 

The seventh day at sea was very warm, with light winds and 
calms. About 6:30 In the evening the red and white revolving 
light at the entrance to the harbor of Cardenas was sighted. The 
old man was loth to believe it; according to the reckoning we 
should have been thirty-four miles west of Havana early In the 
morning, and here wc were. In the evening, off a port eighty 
miles to the eastward of our haven. The explanation was simple: 
The chronometer had been allowed to run down, and no sights 
could be taken; the log was brokon aud our progress had been 
guessed at each watch, so It was not strange that we were one 
hundred and fourteen intles out of the way. There was nothing 
to be done but run to the westward and make up our minds for 
still another night at sea, as the wind was very light. 

About six o'clock In the evening of the eighth day we sighted 
Moro Castle light. The wind Increased until by ten o ’clock It 
was blowing a gale on shore, and we were beating to wludward 
uuder storm sail. 

At daylight the wiud had abated and It was almost calm, with 
a heavy sea, so that we made but little progress and rolled badly. 

About half-past eight a tug came, alongside and after a long 
palaver, in which every man aboard the tug from the captain down 
to the fireman took part, a bargain was made, and the tug took 
us into the harbor, a distance of five miles, for sixteen dollars 
and fifty cents; bringing us to our anchorage soon after ten 
o'clock, on the ninth day. The rest of the day was occupied In 
the usual manner, furling sails, cleaning up deck, etc., and at 
dark we were glad to get a chance to stretch out on the forecastle, 
and know that there would be no more calling all hands to 
“shorten sail" for some time. 

At eight o’clock the anchor watch was set, and soon after nine 
the rest of us turned in.

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CHAPTER XXI, 


The Yorkshire Terrier. 

A nation has been before now congratulated upon the non-poe- 
seaslon of a history, and we are not all sure In our own minds 
that the Yorkshire terrier Is not fortunate In finding itself In the 
same lucky category. Bo many breeds have been the subjects of 
acrimonious and narrow-minded disputes and petty quarrels, that 
a variety which has, comparatively speaking, been let alone, la 
certainly not to be commiserated with when It finds Itself per¬ 


mitted to stand or fall on Its own merits. Whatever the varieties 
of dog may have been which were called upon by breeders to 
combine and form the present beautiful Yorkshire terrier, It Is 
proved by results that the Judgment of their earliest supporters 
was sound, and the trouble spent Is amply repaid by the success¬ 
ful termination of their labors. There Is no reference to be 
found In any of the earlier writers to a dog which resembles the 
modern Yorkshire terrier, and we have, moreover, no recollection 
of ever having come across an admirer of the variety who claimed 
that the breed was anything but a manufactured article. It Is 
surprising, therefore, when one comes to contemplate the Im¬ 
mense amount of trouble that lovers of this remarkably beautiful 
dog must have been at to produce such good results. It Is freely 
admitted by almost all writers on dogs that JudlclouB selection of 
parents can produce almost anything In the shape of dog-flesh; 
but the difficulty always has been to get these productions to 
breed true, and obviate the Inclination to throw back to some re¬ 
mote ancestor, which Is so prevalent In all cross-bred creatures. 
The Yorkshire terrier breeders seem to have overcome this obsta¬ 
cle by some means or other for, though flrst-r.te specimens are In 
this, as In other breeds, very difficult to obtain, there !b an Iden¬ 
tity of type about the offspring of certain of the best Btralns 
which tends to prove that the breed Is practically established 
amongst ub, and may be looked upon as one of our national vari¬ 
eties of dogs. 

The origin of the breed Is most obscure; for Its originators— 
Yorksblre-llke—were discreet enough to bold tbelr own counsel, 
and keep tbelr secrets to themselves. Whether this reticence on 
tbelr part has bad tbe effect of stifling the Inquiries of curious 
persons, or whether the merltB of the breed have hitherto been 
sufficiently unappreciated by the public, we cannot pretend to 
say; but we are aware of no correspondence or particular interest 
having been taken on the subject of the Yorkshire terrier’s origin. 
In certain works on the dog, however, deductions have been 
drawn which, no doubt, are more or leas worthy of respect. The 
black-aud-tan terrier, the Skye, and the Maltese, are all credited 
with the paternity of the Yorkshire terrier. That the breed In 
question resembles the Skye In certain details Is evident, but In 
many important poIntB the two varieties vary widely. For In¬ 
stance, the back of tbc Yorkshire terrier must be short, and t.be 
back of a Skye terrier long; bo, as regarda shape at least, the 
Yorkshlreman cannot be accused of a great resemblance to his 
Northern neighbor. In our eyes the breed much more closely re¬ 
sembles the Maltese dog, save In color; but there Is no doubt but 
that some of our more typical breeds of terrier have been also 
drawn upon for bis production. Many persona who are ignorant 
on “ doggy" subjects persistently confuse the Yorkshire with 
what they term the “ Scotch terrier ”—thereby meaning the. 
Skye, we presume. There Is, however, no visible ground or rea¬ 
son ever given for their opinions, which are certainly based on 
error, and Ignorance of the subject. Before leaving the subject 
of the Yorkshire terrier’s origin, it may he remarked that the 
pupplea are bom black lo color, as are Darnlie Dlnmonts, and do 
not obtain tbelr proper shade of coat until they are some months 
old. Searchers after the truth may here discover some connec¬ 
tion, which wc ourselves confess we do not, between the York¬ 
shire and Dandle Dlnmont terriers, in consequence of this peculi¬ 
arity In the young of both varieties. 

Whatever the merits of an ordinary Yorkshire terrier may be 
as a companion, it Is not witliln the bounds of probability that, 
many of the first-class show specimens are capable of much exer¬ 
tion out of doors, or attachment to their masters. The quality 
and extent of their coats must preclude them from venturing be¬ 
yond the door-step In anything but the finest and dryest weather, 
while the additional disadvantage of being blinded by the hair 
which grows on their heads, would render It impossible for them 
to pick their way about with any safety. The long hair on the 
forehead Is, however, usually neatly plaited, Bare on state occa¬ 
sions, and much labor thereby saved the owner, though if left 
plaited too long without being undone, It is liable to get broken 
and malted. 

The most careful attention that can he devoted to any dog Is 
demanded by this terrier, as I he fineness of his coat makes it pecu¬ 
liarly Inclined to tangle up and get out of order. It being too 
long to derive any material beuefit from the application of the 
hair glove, which la mentioned In the chapters on kennel man¬ 
agement., a long, though not too bard, bristled brush has to be 
resorted to Instead. The best design of brush Is the pattern 
called “ balloon " shaped brushes, whose bristles are not of equal 
length, those In the center being longer than the outside ones. 
Tbe advantage of this shape Is, that there are no sharp corners to 
Irritate the dog’s delicate skin; and It Is easier to draw a round- 
surfaced brush through the coat, without causing Injury to the 
hair and skin, than It Is a flat one. Whilst referring to the 
delicate skin of this breed of dog, the unpleasant consequences 
arising from heated blood cannot be unnoticed. If a Yorkshire 
terrier once commences scratching himself, and Is not speedily 
and effectually prevented from continuing to do so, there will be 
very little chance of having him In show trim for a longtime, for 
he will tear himself to pieces. To remedy this It Is cuBtomary 
to tie up the feet in small bags of wash-leather, so that Injury to 
the skin Is not likely to be brought about If the animal scratches. 
It la, however, desirable to limit the cause of the evil as much as 
possible by providing suitable diet, which should be of a farina¬ 
ceous and not beating quality. Milk biscuits, and bread steeped 
with vegetables In gravy, form an excellent food for toy dogs, 
snd one upon which they will thrive wonderfully, If ut the same 
time properly looked after. Regular ablutions are also Indispen¬ 
sable to their welfare and well-being, though we have been told 
by some exhibitors that they consider soap and water Injure the 
texture and eolor of the coat, and therefore they prefer to rely 
more upon careful and frequently-repeated grooming. 

Considerable difference of opinion exists amongst Its support 
era ae to the correct weight of a Yorkshire terrier, as many speci¬ 
mens are to be found from four to five pounds up to fourteen or 
fifteen, or even more. No dlstlnet classes are usually made for 
this breed at the leading shows, which has doubtless Iu some way 
been responsible for this variety of opinion. Ae It Is, 
the large dogs of (he breed usually take their place In the class 
for “Rough-hairedToys other than Spaniels, Maltese, or Pome¬ 
ranians," and the small ones find themselves relegated to 
the division for rough-haired toys under seven pounds’ weight. It 
la almost a pity that a regular class cannot be given them at every 
show of any Importance, ae tbelr beauty would influence many 
to give tbe breed a trial; but, bearing In mind the smallness of 
the classes, committees arc hardly to be blamed If they study 
their own convenience first. It Is, however, we think, rather In¬ 
jurious to tbe Yorkshire terrier to be so often In the same class 
as nondescript mongrels, which, though unsuccessful, come by 
association to be confused by the uninitiated with the genuine 
Yorkshlremen. 

Before going Into anything like a description of the Yorkshire 
terrier, we may remark that at the present time ltlsuanal to dock 
their tails and cut their ears. The desirability of such proceed¬ 
ings 1 b more than questioned by certain authorities, but tbe 
writer Is personally most decidedly In favor of the removal of the 
tall. It is certainly a thing to be proud of If a man succeeds In 
producing a dog with a perfectly-shaped and carried tall; hot In 
the face of the enormities In caudal appendages which are fre¬ 
quently seen In pet dogs,It Ib certainly for the benefit of a breed, 




if by custom a reduction of the offending member Is permitted 
aud encouraged, in the matter of oars the question stands on a 
different footing, as, not being a Sgbtlngdog (though frequently 
of a snappish disposition toward human beings), there Is no de¬ 
cided reason why the Yorkshire terrier should lose his ears. The 
length too, of the hair on his head usually conceals the ears, and 
It therefore seems that as regards any benefit to bis appearance, 
the dog’s ears might as well be left on as removed. Again, a

The Rights Exhibitors Have at Bench Shows.

Editor Chicago Field: —As the bench show season will soon 
be upon us, perhaps a few remarks and suggestions on the same 
would not be out of order. At some of the shows which I have 
attended the management and the judges seemed to run the said 
shows on the principle that exhibitors had no rights which they 
were bound to respect. 

I think a good way to get rid of a great deal of grumbling and 
fault-finding Is: Let a score card be provided for each dog that Is 
entered, and let the judges score the number of points of the 
wlDners of first, second, and so on. If an exhibitor Is dissatisfied 
with the awards In any class In which he may have a dog, he may 
demand that his dog be scored,the score cards to be placed along 
side of the premium card on the stall of each dog, so that the 
public can see and judge whether all the dogs have been placed 
according to merit. This would be but justice to exhibitors, and 
I think would do away with some of the grumbling In your 
paper of August 14. 

I see that Mr. E. F. Stoddard, of Dayton, O., has been chosen 
as judge of pointers Bt the coming 8t. Louis show. Mr. Stod¬ 
dard’s pointer judging I don’t like. At St. Louis last Fall he 
placed Mr. E. H. Gilman’s dog Gumbo first, whereas he 
(Gumbo) should have been disqualified, as the said Gumbo 
had dew claws with a horny coDuectlon as large as a man’s little 
finger.

J. E K., Wilkesbarre, Pa.— Will you please prescribe Tor my Roller 
dog? On the 14th Inst, he bruised his hip by jumping hi u wagon; 
since then a Ininphaa grown on Ilia bln. resembling lu size and shape, 
the outside of a small dessert saucer. He showed no symptom of lame¬ 
ness for nearly a week after the accident Since then It has been grad¬ 
ually Increasing, and bo has boon losing flesh on the Injured leg; the 
lump is hard ana shows no slgus of gathering. Our veterinary surgeon 
says It Is the same as a spavin ou a horse, aud wants to “ Arc and blis¬ 
ter ” ll. I would like your advice before attempting such severe heat- 
moot. Ans—It Is difficult to prescribe for such a case without seeing 
It, as the location, condition, character, etc., of all concerned have their 
Influence in determining the prognosis and treatment. Wo would hesi¬ 
tate before applying the firing Iron to a dog. There l« probably 
an Injury to the none; In such cases wo usually opeu them 
right down to the bone and apply antiseptic lotions, as follows: irthe 
bone Is diseased, take of bydro-chlorlc acid one-half ounce, water 
one pint, mix, and apply morning and night; but if the bone is not 
affected, take of acid carbollc oue half ounce, and water oue pint, mix, 
and apply morning and night. If the dog is valuable and you have 
confidence In your veterinarian lei him do as he thinks best, but if there 
Is a want of confidence, employ a better one. 

Mao, Wilmington, III.—I have a pup, who since becoming cured or 
distemper, has a disease similar to‘‘Jerks ' 1 (vulgar). When standing 
still or lying do•'n ho twltcbos a great deal; wheu walkiug or running 
ho is “ O. K ” Know anything to cure him? He is throe fourths 
bloodhound, and was designed for watch dog, but as is he now, he Is 
worthless. Answer through your paper, please. Ans,—Jerks (chores) 
Is a very unsatisfactory disease to treat, as it often defies all our efforts 
to cure it, and will keep ou jerking as long as there is anything to Jerk, 
but we would recommend you to try a course of tonic pflls alternating 
them one after another. Begin on nitrate of silver, one quarter gruln 
three times a day, made up with bread crumbs, etc.; continue them 
two weeks, then change to quinine and Iron, two graius each morning 
and night; continue them two weeks, then return to the silver; after a 
secomlcourse of qUver, give a course of a cor pie of weeks of zinc 
sulphate, one grain morning and ulght. If this does uol cure him re¬ 
turn to the silver, aud give It one more chance. Feed liberally all the 
time, give some raw beef each doy; give regular exercise. 

LI. 8 . C., Natchez, Miss.—My setter while attempting to jump a pal¬ 
ing fence, hung by his hind leg sometime, and elongated the sinews 
until the stlflle Joint war oat of place, aud I thought his leg was 
broken; the doctors splintered It, and It remained so for ten day*, wheu 
I took the splints off, and it was silll flopping around as if It was broken. 
I turned him loose without the splint, and after two weeks It has got¬ 
ten firm so ho can obc it some, but he limps after a little exercise, uud 
there Is a knot formed on the joint. As I am a regular subscriber I would 
l)e glad If you would advise some treatment through your colamns. 
Ans —Apply the following liniment: Take of tincture of arnica, oue 
ounce; tincture opium, half ouuce; liquor ammonia, half ounce, nml 
water to make six ounces; mix aDd nib well In morning and night. Do 
not let him run too much: a little oxcrclse Is better than absolute rest. 
IT the liniment Irritates the skin, apply fresh lard to heal it. Give It 
plenty of hard rubbing. 

C. R. L., Painesvllle, Ohio,—I uin the part owner of a litter of cocker 
spaniel pups. Said pups are about four months old. About six weeks 
since I noticed their throats were swelled considerably, but the swell¬ 
ing has disappeared from all but one of them This pup is the best 
one In the Inter,and if you could tell me, ou the Inclosed postal,what to 
do for him, I would be very much obliged. He sueras llvoiy enough, and 
eats all right. When asleep I can hear him breathe quite plainly, how¬ 
ever, owing to the bunch on his throat.. A ns.-These enlargements in 
the throat are hypertrophied thyroid glands. They pomellinus become 
absorbed and go away of themselves, but some do uot, and continue to 
grow to enormous size and luterferu with the breathing. Make an olnl- 
meut of potassium iodide one dram, and lard one ounce; mix, aud rub 
a little well In once a day. Persevere with it uud it will all disappear. 

Sub, Buffalo, N. Y.—Which is the most advisable, to wash does be¬ 
fore or after exercising? If the latter, bow long ufierward? Should 
they be fed before or after washing? I wash them once per week and 
on that day give au abundance of exorcise. Please answer In next Is¬ 
sue. Ans.—Wash them after exercise; wait ni least two hours after 
coming in to give them time to get cool and quiet; If they show signs of 
chilling after washing give them a ruu and a warm nest when they 
come in. Give them a light feed before exorcise, half an hour or au 
hour before going out, then after the bath feed again. 

G. M. A., Baltimore, Md —What can I do for my fox terrier that has a 
canker in the ear? Ans.—Wash li nice and cleau with castlle soap aud 
water, and drop In a few drops of the following solution morning aud 
night: Take of nitrate of sliver thirty grains, water one ounce, mix. 
Drop It right onto the cankered surface if possible. Give a pill of jalap, 
half a dram. Feed lightly and give more exercise.

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THE DEATH OF MR. LONO. 

Mr. J. K. Orr, of San Francisco, writes us confirming the death 
of Mr. Joseph W. Long, at Osceola, Nevada, Augast 3. 

For Mr. Long, whom we had known for many years, we enter¬ 
tained a great regard. He was a man with many friends; and 
as Mr. Orr writes: “PoorLougl It Is sad to think of his 
dying In such a place, and under such circumstances—no rela¬ 
tive or friend near him.” 

To Mr. Orr we are Indebted for the following particulars of 
Mr. Long’s death, published In the Ji'Jlex, of Ward, Nevada: 

J. W. Long, a representative of an Eastern company, lately 
engaged In copper smelting at Ely, near Robison, supposed to 
have been poisoned Monday last, while on bis way to Mouut 
Moriah, In company with a Mormon named Harry Chestnut, died 
at Osceola Tuesday. The real cause of Mr. Long’s death Is yet 
shrouded lo mystery. Chestnut charged the Chinaman, who 
baked the bread they took along with them from Ely, of poison¬ 
ing It, basing his charge on the ground that he (Chestnut) had a 
row with him a few days before leaving Ely, and thought.the 
Chinaman took that means of getting even, and so remarked, be¬ 
fore either had eaten any of It at Cedar Station, where they 
camped. The Ohloaman, who was working for H. Featherston, 
at Ely, quit work the day after Mr. Long and the Mormon left, 
and came to Ward. When the report reached here on Tuesday 
that Mr. Long had died from eating poisoned bread, the China¬ 
man (Young Ge Wah) was arrested and held until after the In¬ 
quest at Osceola, when be was discharged. 

The Mormon, who accompanied Mr. Long to Osceola, was 
allowed to proceed on bis way when he should have been held as 
a witness, to say nothing of also charging him with the crime. 
His movements were, to say the least, suspicious—be being 
overly anxious to get out of Osceola, and did get oat within half 
an hoar after his arrival. The officials of Osceola can offer ,no 
good and sufficient excuse why be waa not detained, when it was 
known that Mr. Long was in a very critical condition. We don’t 
profess to know when, where or by whom the suppoeed poisoning 
was done, hut think Chestnut should have been held as well as 
the CbinamaD. It Is our opinion that either Chestnut or the 
Chinaman poisoned Mr. Long, or no one has been poisoned. The 
Chinaman may have poisoned the bread for purposes of revenge, 
and then again he may be Innocent The Mormon, for the sake 
of the money he supposed Mr. Long to have on his pemon, may 
have poisoned either bread, water or tea. The bread-polsontog 
theory In this very peculiar case we do not consider the correct 
one, from the fact that Mr. Long felt unwell and acted strangely 
upon his arrival at Mrs. Connor’s Station, as testified to by 
Robert Martin before Robert Briggs, justice of the peace of Ward 
Township, who went over to Osceola after Mr. Long's death and 
took Robert Martin’s testimony on his way back to Ward. There 
Is but one of the three conclusions to be arrived at; First, the 
Chinaman pol6onedthe bread for the purpose of getting even on 
Chestnut, supposing that he was going alone. Becond, Chestnut 
poisoned the bread or the water between Ely and Cedar Station, 
for purposes unknown, or for the express purpose of getting 
away with all that Mr. LoDg had with him. Third, Mr. Long may 
have been taken sick, and supposing himself to be poisoned, took 
a cumber of antidotes at random. Death may possibly have 
been caused by taking too many, for he did not stop vomiting 
from the time he took the first antidote until he died. We are of 
the opinion that the coroner’s jury should have charged both the 
Mormon and Chinaman with the poisoning. A preliminary ex¬ 
amination would not have damaged them greatly If they were in¬ 
nocent. 

Below we give the testimony taken before the coroner at Os¬ 
ceola: 

THE INQUEST. 

C. Farnham’s testimony: I was with deceased; he asked me 
if I knew anything that would ease his stomach; asked If I was a 
Mason; said he wanted to see me privately; said he wanted me to 
write to his brother; said his brother lived In Vermont; said that he 
wanted that I should see him burled; said he waB poisoned; said 
“ the Mormon I came over with from Ely had a row with the 
Chinaman, and I think the Chinaman put up a dose for the Mor¬ 
mon, and I think I got It;” the Chinaman lived at Ely, near Rob¬ 
inson. 

Ph. Feleenthal’s testimony: When they arrived (the Mormon 
and deceased, J. W. Long) Long said: “ Have you anything to 

kill poison 1” Said he was poisoned; at the same time he asked 
for lodgings; I took him to Mrs. Hill’s; there we tried everything 
to relieve the pstn in the stomach; then Mrs. Hill said to me 
she wanted some one to wait on him; 0. O. Peck took charge of 
him, and removed him to his cabin, at which place he died this 
morning, Aug. 3, at eight o’clock. The Mormon who came with 
Long said that both him and Long were poisoned from eating the 
bread made for them by the Chinaman, with whom he had a 
quarrel; at the time of their arrival Long looked very pale, and 
the Mormon looked fresh and hearty, and he wae In a great 
hurry to get away from town; they were one and a half days 
coming from Ely; the Chinaman who la supposed to have put 
the poison In the bread Is cooking for H. Featherston, at Ely, 
White Pine county; J. W. Long, the deceased, Is from Ely, Ver¬ 
mont; the Mormon lives at Cedar Springs, Millard county, Utah. 
Long was taken sick on the road Sunday night, Aug. 1, 1880, 
but Improved, and was taken worse on Monday. 

O. O. Peck’s testimony: When Long came to camp I went to 
see him; he said to me he had been poisoned from eating bread; 

I asked him what kind of poison he thought be bad taken; be 
said he was sure It was strychnine; I asked him what made him 
think so; he said the Mormon he came with from Ely had a quar¬ 


rel with the Chluaman at that place, aud the Mo,mon had some 
bread baked at Ely, and he thought the poison was put Into that 
bread; I asked him where he first ate of the bread; he said at the 
Cedar Station, where he stopped oo Sunday night; I asked If the 
Mormon wae sick from eating of the bread; ho said the Mormon 
was a little sick but did not eat much of the bread; said I ate 
heartily of the bread and drank a great deal of water; said he 
began to get sick very quick after eating of the bread; he wauted 
to know if he could go to my house, as there were no couve- 
nlencee about the lodging house; 1 told him he could, and I 
Btald with him until be died, which was at 8 o’clock a. m., Aug. 
3, 1880. He bad cramps aud spasms up to 3 o'clock a. m. of the 
morning of Aug. 8; was aged about 33 years. 

Harry Featberston’s testimony: Henry Chestnut (the Morrnou 
spokeu of hereinbefore) wae at my house at Ely, and left there 
on 8unday morning, the first of August; when the said Chestnut 
—or Mormon—left my house, J. W. Long, deceased, left with 
him; before leaving my house, Chestnut ordered bread made to 
take with him on the road; this was two days before he left; 
about four days before Chestnut left my house be had a quar¬ 
rel with the Chinaman who did the cooking at my house—which 
Is a Btation kept 1 for the accommodation of travelers at Ely—In 
which quarrel the Chinaman drew a knife on Cheetnut; there 
was strychnine about the house all the time for poteoDing 
gophers, and was used by the said Chestnut, who worked for me 
for three months as gardener; I settled up with him and he left 
my house and employ on AoguBt 1, 1880, and went to Utah. The 
Chinaman was paid off by me August 3, 1880, and left my em¬ 
ploy. I have known Chestnut, the Mormon, for five years, and 
have not known sby but the best feelings between Long and 
Chestnut; they lived In my house, Long for about Dine months, 
and Chestnut for five years; the Chinaman, who cooked for me, 
wae known as “ Bill;” the said Chinaman gave as a reason why 
be left my employ was because he bad words with my wife. 

THE VERDICT. 

We, the jury, summoned by James Fltton, justice of the peace, 
acting coroner, to bold ao Inquest at said town of Osceola, Nev., 
on the body of a man who suddenly died on the morning of 
August 3d, 1830, find the following facts: The deceased was J. 
W. Long, was from Ely, Vermont, aged about thirty-two years, 
aud came to bis death from some cause unknown to the jury.

THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION FOR THE AD¬ 
VANCEMENT OF 8CIENCE. 

The twenty-ninth annual meeting of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science convened at the Institute of 
Technology, Boston, on Aug. 35. The gathering was the larg¬ 
est of the kind ever assembled In this country. The association 
now numbers 1,500 members and fellows, of which 450 were 
added at this meeting. The objects of the association are, by 
periodical and migratory meetings, to promote Intercourse be¬ 
tween those who are cultivating science in different parts of 
America, to give a stronger and more general Impulse, and 
more systematic direction to scientific research, and to procure 
for the labors of scientific men Increased facilities and a wider 
usefulness. 

The officers of the association who were elected for the Boston 
meeting are President, Lewis H. Morgan, of Rochester, N. Y.; 
vice president, Asaph Hall, of Washington, D. C.; vice president, 
Alexander Agassiz, of Cambridge, Mass.; chairman of perma¬ 
nent sub section of chemistry, John M. Ordway, of Boston, 
Mass. ; chairman of permanent sub-section of microscopy, S. A. 
Lattlmore, of Rochester, N. Y.; chairman of permanent sub-sec¬ 
tion of anthropology, J. W. Powell, of Washington, D. C.; 
permanent secretary, Fr W. Putnam, of Cambridge, Maas.; 
general secretary, John K. Rees, of St. Louis, Mo.; secretary of 
section A., Henry B. Nason, of Troy, N. Y.; secretary of section 
B., C. V. Riley, of St. Louis, Mo.; secretary of sub-section of 
chemistry, Charles E. Munroe, of Annapolis, Md.; secretary of 
sub-section of microscopy, A. B. Hervey, of Taunton, Mass.; 
secretary of sub-section of anthropology, J. G. Henderson, of 
Winchester, Ill., treasurer, William 9. Vaux, of Philadelphia, Pa. 

The Interest taken In the meeting Is something extraordinary 
In the history of North American science, fully 350 papers being 
presented. Some of these are of such a nature as to make It 
seem a necessity to give space to them In this paper. 

At the opening of the Besston Prof. George F. Barker, retiring 
president, called the meeting to order, and resigned the chair to 
the Hon. Lewis H. Morgan, of Rochester, N. Y., president elect. 
At this point a most remarkable occurrence took place. The 
Rev. George Ellis, D.D., led In devotional exercises, the vest asso¬ 
ciation joining In the Lord’s prayer, an astonishing spectacle to 
church people, who look upon a body of evolutionists as enemies 
of Christianity. The Hon. F. O. Pierce, mayor of Boston, wel¬ 
comed the scientists In behalf of the city, and His Excellency, 
John D. Long, governor, In behalf of the commonwealth. Other 
Important points of the day were: the retiring address of Presi¬ 
dent Barker; address of vice-presidents Prof. Asaph Hall, Prof. 
John M. Ordway, Prof. 8. A. Lattlmore, and Major J.W. Powell. 

On Thursday, the 36th, the Association spent the day at Har¬ 
vard College, listening to addresses by Alfred M. Moyer on the 
late Joseph Henry; by Alexander Agassiz, and the venerable 
Prof. Asa Gray. Dinner was partaken of In Memorial Hall and 
supper on the lawn of the Botanical Garden. In the evening the 
company were received at the palatial residence of Prof. Alexan¬ 
der Bell, the Inventor of the telephone, where a collation was en¬ 
joyed. On the following days the Association listened to the 
presentation of the various papers and took excursions to 8tlem, 
on Boston Harbor, to the White Mountains, and other places of 
Interest 


O’LEARY’S CHEAT TEST RACE. 

On Saturday the great tournament projected by Daniel O'Leary 
will have Its beginning, on the lake front, the opening event 
being a thirty mile race between a horse ridden by the ex- 
champlon himself, to carry 160 pounds, against three runners, who 
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go ten mllee each. This race Is a match for $500, and the run¬ 
ners named are: James McLeavey, the Scotch champion; White 
Eagle, a noted runner of the Caugbnawaga Indians, and Charles 
Price, the champion of England, at ten miles. 

On 8ept. 5, at noon, the word “ go ” will be given In '• the 
great test race,” In which horses and men compete on equal 
terms, If uot on an equal footlug, for a purse of $4,000. The 
race Is to h^ of 156 hours' duration, “go-as-you-please," the 
horses to walk, trot or run, and to go mounted or led; the men 
to make the best of their way on foot without assistance. The 
race has already attracted a great deal of attention, the test 
of the horses especially being a feature of great Interest, It being 
the first time that thoroughly experienced horsemen have taken 
hold of such an undertaking. 

During the first attempts at long distance pedeBtrlanlsm made 
by Weston and O’Leary, the most renowned medical practitioners 
of America eagerly sought the opportunity to make scientific 
observations, and to note the various constitutional changes; the 
nourishment taken, amount of reel, and every other minute 
detail was carefully recorded. These observations were largely 
reproduced and circulated throughout the world, and much 
practical use was made of them. The same opportunity now 
presente Itself for a thorough Investigation of the question of en¬ 
durance In horsee; and both here and abroad the experiment In 
the comlDg race will be anxiously looked for, as It Interests every 
country with an army, every corporation employing a number of 
horses, and each Individual, who, Jointly with his faithful and 
willing animal, strives to eke out an existence. 

The questions which can be solved here are: The limit of en¬ 
durance, and what Is best nourishment to malntalu strength and 
health during hard work, certainly the most Important facts In 
regard to horses still to be discovered, no trials of this kind being 
known outside of the Hoe of fiction; and It Is possible that 
writers of dime novels will get a better Idea of what borseB really 
can do on a measured track, and under an honestly kept score. 

Opinion la about equally divided as to the result of this novel 
contest; many of the horsemen feel very confident that Ihe 
horses will take the leading prizes, while the pedB. and their ad¬ 
herents are equally sanguine of success. Speculation Is rife, and 
' we shall watch the race with the same loterest that we note new 
developments and Important Improvements In all things. 

Tub N. A. K C. Trials. —Mr. D. C. Berguudthal, having ac¬ 
cepted the Invitation of President Raymond to act as one of the 
judges at the field trials of the National American Kennel Club, 
next November, the list of judges Is complete. Three more 
competent Judges than Capt. Henry, Mr. Morford, aud Mr. Ber- 
gnndthal, could not be found, and President Raymond Is to be 
congratulated on his selection. Each of them having judged In 
trials before, and having given thorough satisfaction, they will 
bring with them to their positions not ODly experience, but the 
confidence of the public The trials will commence at Vincennes, 
Ind., on Monday, Nov. 15, with the Derby, and on the 16th and 
17th the Free-for-AU and Brace Stakes will be run. In the 
former there will be three prizes of $350, $150 and $100; en¬ 
trance $35, forfeit $10; In the latter there will also be three 
prizes, the value of which will be $150, $75 and $25, entrance 
$35, forfeit $10. Entries to both will close with the secretary, 
Chas. Do Ronge, Monday evening, Nov. 15, at 8 o’clock. 

Central Illinois Sportsmen’s Association.— The second 
aunual convention of the Illinois Sportsmen’s Association will 
be held at Jacksonville, Ill., on Sept. 14, 15, 16 and 17. Since 
Its organization, the association has received large additions to 
Its membership, and the good work already accomplished by the 
enforcement of the laws for the preservation of fish and game of 
their Bectlon, the Boclety have every reason to be proud of. A 
notable feature of the gathering Is the tournament which will 
commence on the 14tb Inst., and continue four days. The total 
value of the special and cash prizes Is $1,683, and those who attend 
will receive a friendly greeting from the management.

Editor Chicago Field: — I have been a close reader of your 
esteemed paper for three or four years, and of course during 
this time have reed a great deal, pro and con about Dlttmar powder. 
Correspondents have differed so widely about the performance 
of it that, until very recently, 1 could not make up my mlod to 
try It even. 

Within the past fow months, however, this powder has received 
your Indorsement, or rather In a “foot note” to a letter from 1 







one of your well-known correspondents (who Indorses It) you 
say, after seeing him use it In all kinds of weather and condi¬ 
tions you “can And no objection to it,” which l take it is equiva¬ 
lent to an Indorsement. This of Itself is enough evidence to in¬ 
duce any who were in doubt about it to try it, at any rate. 

But we have other evidence from well-known correspondents 
of our “favorite” paper. Surely they can not all mistake, I 
thought, and so I ordered a few cane for trial. 1 have not given 
it a full and complete trial, but have at least given it a fair trial 
as far as I have gone, and find that In pattern, black powder has 
no show whatever; it is Instantly discernible at the target, the 
Dittmar being so much closer; but my trial was Intended to test 
the penetration without regard to pattern, but the latter was so 
much superior, it struck us at once. 1 give below the figures. 
The shooting was done at the gunsmith shop of Mr. O. Erlchson 
(who by the way Is an expert In all pertaining to shooting and 
guus, and the best mechanic in this part of the country.) It 
was his first experience with Olttmar, as It was mine, and we 
were simply seeking light. We used Hazard’s No. 4 ducking, 
which we consider as good black powder as Is made, loading with 
two P. E. No. 11 wads on powder and one B. E. No. 12 on shot, 
powder wads (both Dittmar and black) simply tapped a time or 
two with open hand. 

We used as a target, two old volumes of Bradstreet's “ Com¬ 
mercial Reports," the paper appearing to bo of uniform thickness 
all through; No. 8Tatbam’schilled shot; gun anew Colt, twelve- 
bore; distance, twenty-five yards.

This Is the average of about twenty shots, showing that Ditt¬ 
mar is fully equal to the best brand of black powder, and in this 
trial at least superior; i. e. in the three and one-half dram 
charges 1 Three drams of Dittmar Is not enough, but Increase 
the charge, and you get greatly increased penetration. 

This “ converted” us, tor we had previously made up our minds 
that if the powder gave good penetration, it certainly possessed 
other merits that black powder does not. It Is more pleasant 
to shoot oo account of recoil, which Is- much lesB, a very little 
smoke, and very little dirt. Captain Bogardus* late big scores rec¬ 
ommend it, also Mr. Pierce, of St. Louis, Mr. Lucas and Mr. Price, 
and Mr. Williams, of Iowa (all noted in the Cntcaoo Field); 
uud coming nearer home, Mr. J. Q. Mason, of our own club,who 
came within one of winning the general average medal at our 
state tournament in July last, and there were some good shots 
there, as will be seen by referring to your issue containing an 
account of the same. Mr. Mason has used It for a year or more, 
and will not shoot anything else. 

I write this simply that others who occupy my former position 
of doubt, may at least try it, and I think they too will bo con¬ 
verted. I do really think that it Is superior powder, and must 
find its way into the hands of all, before many decades. 

Further, Mr. Editor, your opinion in these matters has great 
weight with members of our dub, and 6ome who are still hanging 
back are waiting for your promised trial of Dittmar, which I am 
Inclined to think is really due, as an Item of great interest.

Editor Chicago Field: —I believe It to the duty of every 
sportsman to give the sporting world the benefit of anything tend¬ 
ing to promote or advance the Interests of shooting, fishing,racing, 
etc. But to the point. I have been reading very carefully the 
extensive and solid arguments—letters of Inquiry, etc., pub¬ 
lished in the Chicago Field on “ Dittmar powder.” Up to the 
present time I have refrained from giving an opinion, which, of 
itself is not worth much, but, like old jewelry, it goes for what 
it Is worlh. 

I use a nine and one-half pound ten gauge Scott gun, Union 
metallic paper cartridge, and the Sturtevant brass shell. About 
one year ago I bought one pound Dittmar “ C.” In my paper 
shells I loaded with four D., two No. 9 B. E. wads, well set 
down; one and one-eighth ounces shot, one No. 9 B. E. wad on 
top, shell trimmed and well crimped. In my brass shells four D., 
two plDk edge, No. 8 wads, with one No. 8 B. E. wad on shot. 
With the above loading I gave the Dittmar a good fair trial on 
balls and birds, and found it was too slow. I then made targets, 
and found out after many trials, that it lacked both penetration 
and pattern. I then gave up the Dittmar and called It a failure. 
But reading in your paper each week letters from different 
sporting men, some of them well known to me, that the Dittmar 
was much improved, I bought three cans Dittmar C, gave it a 
good fair trial, and fall to note any Improvement in the powder 
over that used one year ago. The fault may be with me, but 1 
can hardly think it, as I have used fire arms for twenty-five years 
—excepting as above,have used black powder with fair success at 
the trap and in the field, and at present will continue its use, 
believing it to be far superior to Dittmar. To conclude, I will 
indorse'the two statements written by D. G. Revell, Windsor, 
Oot., and J. J. Brompton, NoblesvlUe, Ind., published in your 
columns Aug. 14 and 21. ! Rock.

Editor Chicago Field:— Being interested in the Dittmar 
powder controversy, I was induced to give it another trial; on 
finding its votaries among so many sportsmen whose opinions de¬ 
mand attention, I thought that possibly I might have discarded 
it too hastily, although it was after extensive experience with 
field, trap and target. 

I think a majority of your correspondents have not been very 
exact in their tests, and have to some extent based their opin¬ 
ions on prejudice, pro or con. I carefully loaded shells with Ditt¬ 
mar, and an equal number with common black powder; made 
targets of thirty-six Harper’s magazines, attached to the same 
plank, and all other conditions precisely alike. The last page 
broken by three pellets easily indicated the penetration, and 
with scarcely any variation from first to last, the black powder 
entered a fraction over a third more pages. When the best Hazard 
or Dupont powder was substituted for common dead shot, the 
difference was still greater. 

I am thus forced to my former conclusion that freedom from 
smoke and dirt will not offset inferiority in more essential require¬ 
ments. I did not observe much difference in pattern, and, any¬ 
how, I set little value on such extreme closeness, which If carried 
much further, will suggest a rifle as a substitute for shot gun. 
The modern gunmaker can choke your weapon to anything you 
choose, Irrespective of the charges flsed. 

If my views are wrong I hope to be corrected by those who 
gain convictions from trials, not hearsay. W. L. N.

Grouse Shooting. 

Few things are more tantalizing to a man who cannot leave 
town than to see friends starting with rods and gun-caees for the 
Highlands. If he has hitherto been sublimely indifferent to tbe 
charms of holiday-making, the longing to tread heather as in 
past years, then rises once more strong and irrepressible within 
turn. Supposing him to bo a naturalist, fond of observing ani¬ 
mal life, and glad to match his own prowess against the acute 
senses of deer, grouse, and salmon, fancy forthwith raises the 
most fascinating pictures of the freedom to be eDjoyed at a 
Scotch shooting box; and, sooth to say, It la scarcely possible to 
paint these delights In too bright colors. In a trice, imagina¬ 
tion whirls away the longing grouse-shooter. It is impossible to 
resist any longer, and swiftly does the express carry him from 
the modern Babylon, transport him beyond Carlisle, the Borders 
and canny Glasgow to a stuccoed lodge on the banks of a 
loch, where the Betters strain on their chains to welcome their 
masters. A plain dinner—enjoyed none the less after the luxu¬ 
rious repasts of the season—and a modicum of the national 
liquor send the sportsman to bed with his nerves already braced 
as they have not been for months. The sense of freedom from pos¬ 
tal and official cores,emancipation from the weight of private busi¬ 
ness, escape from tbe haunting idea that the day’s papers must be 
duly read, have effected this. Next morning arises pallid and misty 
on the hills; this betokens a hot day, and, having learntwlsdom be¬ 
times, the sportsman does not leave home till a good breakfast 
bas boen leisurely cousumed. In Bplte of this precaution, but 
too often a collapse occurs at noon. Hot and perspiring, the 
victim of fashionable hours for so long is thankful to fall upon 
the heather where It grows thickest on the sheltered side of the 
“ rrl f’, ' lght a cigarette How grateful then is the least 
thimbleful of mouutain dew, just dashed with the water spark¬ 
ing over the pebbles at his side, but after a few days of the 
fresh mountain air be will find himself in better condition, and 
every day s sport afterward is a direct laying up of a stock of 
health which may be drawn upon for another year’s work 

No other country offers such facilities for recreation, in the lit¬ 
eral sense of the word, as does Scotland. The jaded constitution 
awa 7 from and yet close at home, if absolutely needful. 
All the conditions of modern life at high pressure are cousplcu- 
ously absent. The eye, tbe foot, the Imagination, love of beau¬ 
tiful scenery, appetite, desire of excelling iu manly sports—every 
faculty and sense finds in the pursuit of grouse shooting its ap¬ 
propriate exercise and refreshment. To breathe the clear pure 
air, filtered through tbe heathery valleys abutting on the Allan 
tic, is In Itself the finest of tonics. Yet it is only in the lifetime 
of a middle aged man that Scotland, so to speak, was discovered 
as a saultorlum for the world of fashion and business. Forty 
years ago, few besides very keen sportsmen and rich men sought 
sport in the Highlands. Shootings and fishings might be ob¬ 
tained at what now seem ridiculously low prices. The difficulty 
of reaching them conspired with the general Ignorance of the 
beauties of Scotland to keep them low in price and select. The 
same phenomenon may be seen at present in many parts of Nor¬ 
way, or even nearer home, in whole districts of Sutberlandshlre. 
Mr. Snowle’s first list of Bbootings to let wsb printed forty-four 
years ago, and only contained eight advertisements. Railways 
and better country roads, and, perhaps, as much as anything, tbe 
fashion of keeping a yacht, have altogether annihilated the sense 
of dlBtance with a man thinking of taking a Highland shooting 
box; nay, Pullman cars, sleeping saloons and the like, render 
It now a luxurious trip to the North. Watson Lyall’s Guide, 
again in addition to which we see a new competitor for pub¬ 
lic favor has come forward this Summer—spreads the fullest in¬ 
formation about every shooting loch and river In Scotland through¬ 
out the land. It greatly enhances the pleasure of a man set 
down, say at the extreme western corner of Caithness, to 
find by reference to these pages who his neighbors are, and 
that a particular friend may not be more than forty miles from 
him, also engaged In grouse Bhooting. Capt. Burt, quarteerd 
in the Highlands In 1730, Is generally assigned the discov¬ 
ery of tbe red grouse as a sporting bird; but it is not until 
we cross the borders of the present century that In Daniel’s 
pages, published In 1801, and especially in Col. Thornton’s 
celebrated sporting tour of 1803, any popular interest was awak¬ 
ened in the subject.- Since then the grouse shooting has steadily 
advanced In favor, and, thanks to American wealth and mercan¬ 
tile prosperity at home, there appears no diminution, as yet, either 
in the rents of the moors or the numbers of men who flock 
northward during the first twelve days of August. The second¬ 
ary delights of grouse shooting are, as we have attempted to 
show, often as dear to men as the ostensible end of their High¬ 
land sojourn; and the Influx of visitors to the shooting boxes for 
other reasons than actual shooting—reasons artistic, amatory, 
and health-seeking—is far larger than the number of those who 
seek grouse shooting pure and simple. In an economic point of 
view the amount of money thus disseminated through the re¬ 
motest districts of the North must prove of incalculable benefit 
to the natives, and we can personally testify to the feelings of 
friendship, to tbe good manners and kindness of heart diffused 
throughout the lower strata of the population by tbe urbanity 
and friendliness of tbelr English visitors. These sentiments, of 
course, must be sought in the northern and least frequented dis¬ 
tricts. A constant stream of purse-proud tourists, personally 
conducting themselves along the beaten routes of guide-book 
scenery, everywhere corrupts and debases the population. A 
high-priced, pretentious hotel in the Highlands proportionately 
acts upon the surrounding natives. Simplicity and homeliness, 
which constitute great part of the charms of the Highlands, at 
once disappear. We could name more than one such hotel 
which disgusts every visitor, and drives him incontinently from 
the district. Tbe inns throughout the Duke of Sutherland’s vast 
domains are honorable exceptions. It is always a pleasure to re¬ 
turn to them. Of such Importance to a district Is the supervis¬ 
ion of a wise and sensible land owner. 

Manifold are the changes in the mere shooting of grouse which 
have ensued since the opening of the country. Those were the 
times of long shooting Irons, with fiint-and-eteel locks. The late 
Sir R. Sutton, of well-known sporting fame, Is said to have been 
the last sportsman of any note to use this style of weapon. Per¬ 
cussion caps and shorter muzzle-loaders had a long reign, but 
at once collapsed like a cloud of Zulus before the Invincible i 
breech-loaders. These are now made in every possible fashion, I 
central fire, hammerless, and a hundred other distinguishing 
points. Of course tbe numbers of grouse killed during a day’s ‘ 
shooting have risen proportionately. In 1801 we flDd It chronicled i 
as a marvel that “a gentleman In Inverness-shire shot fifty-two I 
brace of moor game in one day, never killing a bird sitting, or t 
more than one bird at a time.” About the same year a bet was | 


made that the Earl of Strathmore’s game-keeper could kill forty 
brace of red grouse on the 18th of August upon the Yorkshire 
moore. Compare with this Mr. MUlbank’s shooting on August 
20, 1872- He killed 728 grouse oo that day; and In one of the 
arivee, which lasted twenty-three minutes, he shot 190 grouse, at 
the rate of more than eight a minute, using three guns. Lord 
Walelngham, again, about a week later, in the same season, 
killed 840 grouse in a day. Such enormous “butcher’s bills,” 
however, we regard as alien to the real ebarma of a good day on 
the heather. Mere numbers slain will not compare, or even add, 
to those charms. There is much in the mountain air, the beauty 
of nature in her Autumnal dress, much In the freedom of the ram¬ 
ble and the companionship of two or three choice spirits; much, 
too, in watebiog the varied instincts of both dogs and game; per¬ 
haps most of all does the chief pleasure of grouse shooting re¬ 
side In the friendly emulation of making a fair bag ou, it may 
be, difficult ground. Then there are diatant peeps of hazy sea; 
a long gaze through a binocular at a noble stag fuedlog unsus¬ 
piciously, with his harem In watchful attendance; a chat at the 
lodge with the ladies In the evening, while one of them may be 
Induced to “fling a ballad to the wandering moon.” If our hearts 
are not yet too cold for love, there may well ensue afterward 
that propoeal which the finding a sprig of white-flowering heather 
on the hill during the.afternoon’s tramp confers the right to make, 
on the part of lta fortunate discover. While these and tbe like 
pleasures surround grouse shooting, there Is no fear of its popu¬ 
larity waning. Agricultural depression and unwelcome prognos¬ 
tications of a light harvest will not affect It this year any more 
than they did last Autumn. There are reports of a fair bead of 
young grouse in the North, where heavy rains have not abounded 
so much as we have unfortunately experienced. Mr. Gladstone 
has not yet ventured to meddle with grouse, though he has taken 
pains to exterminate hares and rabbits. Tberefore, while the 
fates permit, we shall hurry northward with bag aud baggage.

Our First Experience ou a Runway. 

BY JACOB STAVE. 

It Is now many years since I took part In my first deer hunt— 
and as I think over It to-night, an old doggerel comes running 
through my mind: 

“ A trapper weut on l to catch a bear, where? 

The trapper was caught and not the bear, there." 

My work was principally In the bush, and my lines—farmer’s 
side-lines—had often fallen In pleasant places for the sportsman. 
Abundance of game so far as partridges,hares or waterfowls wentj 
but 1 had become satiated with the destruction of such “ small 
deer ” and felt that nothing less than an autlered buck would 
tempt me to again take my guo in hand. * 

An opportunity to gratify my ambition presented Itself. I 
was called to work ou the South Nation river—a tributary of the 
Ottawa, and which debouches Into that river about forty miles 
below the capital ot the Dominion; and I found myself In what 
then was, and Is still, I believe, tbe best deer country in Canada 

An old friend of mine,Dr. P., whole, I think, still there,invited 
me to take part in a big hunt that was to come off,and finding time 
hang heavily In the village, I eagerly assented, and made prepara¬ 
tion for an early start, mine host, Pat Potts, volunteering to see 
to the refreshments, which were principally liquid, by the way, 
for the boys on the Ridge—our hunting grounds—would have 
taken It unkindly had we not thrown ourselves entirely on their 
hospitality. By the time that all arrangements had been 
completed for tbe start,some brilliant genius made the discovery 
that tbe “ wee sms’ hours ” were In, and suggested that It would 
be hardly worth going to bed, as we Intended to get on the 
| grounds by daylight. I won’t bore the gentle reader with tbe 
manner in which we passed the remainder of the night, but the 
baying of the Doctor’s hounds, Garcon and Habitant, set us all 
on the qui vive, and snatching a mouthful to eat we got into the 
vehicles-a buck board aud a French cart. A drive of an hour 
brought us to the tamarac swale, where we found about a dozen 
men, and half the number of dogs, to meet us. 

The Doctor being the stranger, and also ou his first hunt, waa 
given the post of honor, being stationed at the junction of one 
of the best runways, and the concession road. 

Off went the men with the dogs, old Garcon already whimper¬ 
ing in anticipation. We light our pipes. The footsteps die 
away, and now the voices. We smoke away,looking occasionally 
to see what Pat put In the bottles—as the Doctor would turn 
suddenly and ask me If J remembered what the Governor of 
North Carolina said to the Governor of South Carolina; and 
being enlightened, would remain quiet for a few minutes, and 
then stupidly repeat the question. Suddenly the Doctor looks at 
me, and I nod. “ Dogs 1" says the Doctor. I nod again. 

“ Garcon?” “Hu, hu,” grunt I. “ Sh-sh-eh,” and I obey, and 
then comes a noise unmistakable to both. Garcon has struck a 
fresh scent, and Is coming toward us, giving tongue gloriously. 
How the woods ring again I Even that squirrel that has been 
Chattering and barking at us not four feet away, becomes silent 
aud listens. The Doctor cocks both barrels and I perceive the 
hand tremble, and the muscular, strong body twitch—remember 
It was our first deer. And now the sound becomes fainter and 
fainter—and we hold our breaths to listen the better. Not a sound 
except from that htgh-holder as he jumps from one side of that 
ramplke to the other to watch us,or the chlck-a-dee-dce from that 
little hunch of feathers hanging upside down to a tamarac limb 
just above us. At last we give It up, and the Doctor says, “Blank 
ltl he’s gone to the river.” And then that confounded 

red squirrel tittered right out, and we both took 

offense, and tbe Doctor told me to fling something at 
It, and I did so, and was told not to be an Idiot; “Couldn't I 
hear the dogs? ” I dropped down, and presently could hear, not 
more than hall a mile away, Garcon’s splendid bay, followed by 
a protracted series of yelps, and we knew then that the old dog 
had settled down to business, and was on our runway for certain. 
Then comes a crash through the saplings; up comes tbe gun to 
the cheek; crack! bang! and a magnificent buck comes rushing 
on, making a side jump, and showing the white feather as he 
goes by. I clap the doctor on the back, feeling that 1 was a par¬ 
ticipant In tbe event, for hadn’t I said “ Now I ” when he fired. 

And we shouted like two savages, and In a few minutes Bill 
Gates, one of our hunters came along, and Doctor says, “I’ve 
shot the deer I I’ve shot the doer 1” which I Immediately chor¬ 
used, and we danced around, yelling to BUI, " I’ve shot tbe 
deer I” Ob, the thrill that passed down one’s spinet—the delic¬ 
ious feeling of the blood bounding from heart to finger-tlpe at a 
jump. What fun It was to kill a deer I (The deer had passed 
within ten feet of us, but by an unspoken understanding we sold 
nothing about that.) Gates looked sternly at us, evidently tak¬ 
ing no part in our enthusiasm. " Where Is he?" ‘Must over 
there,” said Doc., “ a splendid buck 1 ” and Gates strode off In 
the direction indicated. And the other men came trooping In 
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from all quarters from their posts, and we meandered leisurely 
after Bill, telling the men as we walked on, how we took him. 

Presently Gates comes back and says: “Can’t see no deer.” 

“Why,” 1 begin, and then stop, and a terrible feeling comes 
over me, and the men wink at each other knowingly. “ Think 
you must have missed him, Doc; how many barrels did you give 
him!” " Both," say we. “ Begarrah, this counts for wan, thin,” 
said an Irishman who had come up with the crowd, and point¬ 
ing to the freshly splintered bark of a birch near us. And 
another made the Interesting discovery that the cap had suapped 
on the other barrel. And we two began to get melaucholy, and 
the men winked all around and shouted simultaneously: 

“ We’ve shot a deer! A dc-e-e-ar!" 

One by one those unfeeling wretches were called aside myste¬ 
riously, and sworn on as good whisky as ever passed thro' worm, 
not to “ give us away’’ to the boys at the village. Each solemnly 
swore, and swallowed. 

We yoked up. bade a dignified adieu, aud drove homewards, 
sadder, It not wiser men. The doctor had a call to make—taking 
us some miles out of our road, aud we did not reach our tavern 
till sundown. 

There was the usual group of Idlers chatting and smoking on 
the piazza, aud as we came up ouc and all rose and yelled: 
“We've killed a dc-c-e-ar! ” And ten perjured backwoodBiueu 
Hied Into the bar accompanied by the crowd, and there was noth¬ 
ing to do but “ set It up again,’’ In honor of our hrsl deer. 


Game Notes from Kalamazoo. 


Kalamazoo, Mum. 

Editoh Chicago Fiblo :—From a careful perusal of your 
paper during the last year 1 have failed to read any communica¬ 
tion about tbe game and shooting In this section of country, and 
yet all kinds of game birds live around here, although, l regret to 
say, most of them In the Inverse ratio of the sportsman. 

There have been a good many woodcocks killed since the sea¬ 
son opened. I went out yesterday afternoon with my friend B. 
upon the river bottom north of the town. We took with us ray 
setter dog recently purchased of Mr. Horace Smith. 

We found certainly the finest woodcock grouuds I ever saw. 
A farmer living near there had previously told us that be had seeu 
lots of those long-billed “ fellows” while going through an old 
corn-stubble. We accordingly directed our steps thither, aud 
my setter proceeded to show that either the aforesaid farmer was 
an Incorrigible story-teller, or held mistaken ldeae about wood¬ 
cocks. Having satisfied ourselves that we would as soon expect 
to find ducks In that place as woodcocks we retraced our footsteps 
to tbe grounds before referred to. It was a piece of low land 
bordering on a small cold stream, filled with thick clumps of 
bushes. We had previously found a few birds there. While on 
our way to these grouuds having seen a pigeon alight upon a 
dead tree, I started for It through the thick underbrush, with my 
dog behind me. I waded out Into the creek when within range, 
covering tbe tree with my gun. The pigeon had gone; but, 
whlr-r-r-r, up jumped a fat woodcock on my left. I let drive with 
my right barrel, not much expecting to hit him, the place was so 
small, but much to my joy, after a little search, the dog came In 
with him. Proceeding on I came to the grounds we had started 
for. I had not gone far in them when a bird jumped up and 
darted behind a clump of bushes before I could get the gun to 
my shoulder. I fired right through tbe thick leaves without 
knowing exactly where he was, and although I had used Ho. 12 
shot, he dropped, and the dog also brought him In, still very 
lively. Belug somewhat warm, I lit a cigarette, and was 
carelessly looking at a dead tree for pigeons while the 
dog was working at my right, when a cock darted past 
within four feet of my face. 1 gathered myself and let fly, but 
missed. It was just as well, for he sailed right into a charge of 
No. 12's from B.'s gun, and collapsed forthwith. And soon; 
we took five birds, ail that we saw. One bird flew out and lit in 
a meadow, which gave my- friend a chance for a clear shot, and 
he Improved It In fine style. May the state rifle team, of which 
he Is a member, do os well next month before tbe butts at Creed- 
moor! Our bag was certainly small, but It was a good one for 
these parts, aud we were justly proud of It. 

The law on ducks and prairie chickens expires Sept. 1, and the 
boys are loading their shells preparing for a big crusade. Pros¬ 
pecting parties have already been out, and marked down with 
flags all of the “chickens.” It Is estimated that there are only 
about a hundred of them In this county, and if they were all 
killed and properly divided (more likely the former than the 
latter) It would only give tbe boys who will be after them a leg or 
a wlog each. However, If It Is tbe early “chicken” that geta 
the berry, It Is the early sportsman that gets both, and the 
“ chicken ” will bear strange noises on that morning long before 
the faithful guardian of the flack announces that dawn la at 
hand. Ybnnar. 


A Game Dealer’s View. 


Chicago, August 20, 1880. 

Editor Cuicaoo Field;— Havtug had considerable discus¬ 
sion with you on the game law and protection, we desire to call 
your attention now In the true time whether game Is better pro¬ 
tected from August IS to December 1, or from September 15 to 
February 1. 

One firm on South Water street received fifty-one barrels of 
prairie chickens, utnety birds to the barrel; all worthless. Other 
firms are receiving from one to ten dozen dally, In tbe same con¬ 
dition. 

Now, what are these birds good for? To be sure, sportsmen 
can hunt better In August than In a cold, frosty morning In 
September and October; bat the poor birds which you are trying 
to protect are of no good to any one. We wish you would take 
atrip amongst the game dealers aud see for yourself the Bame 
as you are In the habit of doing about the 10th of December, 
when birds are good, and when there is a little chance for us 
poor merchants to make an honest dollar. 

We call your attention to this matter that you may agitate tbe 
question of a better protection to dead birds than to have tbem 
buried up by the barrel In and around our great city, while In 
December there are so many of the citizens, and undoubtedly 
yourself, thatwould be glad to eat them. A prairie chicken goes 
pretty goes) on a Christmas day, and at a New Year's lunch, but 
the hot days In August they are liable to be too soft for use.

THE GOVERNMENT. 


(Read before the American Association for the Advancement of 

Science, by Professor G. Brown Goode.) 

There are now nine departments of the government, devoted In 
part or wholly to researches lu pure and applied science. 

The Geological Survey. 

Tbe Coast and Geodetic Survey. 

The Naval Observatory. 

Tbe National Museum. 

The Department of Agriculture. 

The Entomological Commission. 

The Tenth Census, with its special agencies for the Btudy of the 
natural resources of the country. 

The Smithsonian Bureau of Ethnology, and Commission of 
Fish and Fisheries. 

The Smithsonian Institution, established upon an Independent 
foundation, should also be mentioned, as well as the Medical 
Museum of the army, and the various laboratories under the 
control of the army and navy departments. 

The geological survey Is not now carrying on any of the 
schemes of zoological and botanical Investigation engaged In by 
Its predecessors. 

Tbe work of the entomological commission and that of the 
census, though of extreme Importance, are limited In scope and 
duration, while that of the Agricultural Department Is neces¬ 
sarily, for tbe most part, economical. 

Tbe work of the National Museum Is chiefly confined to tbe 
study of collections made by government surveys, or Individual 
collectors, and sent In to be reported upon. 

The work of tbe Fish Commission, lu one of Its aspects, may 
perhaps be regarded as the most prominent of the present efforts 
of tbe government In aid of aggressive biological research. 


ORIGIN OF THE FISH COMMISSION. 

On the 9th of February, 1871, Congress passed a joint resolu¬ 
tion, which authorized the appointment of a commissioner of 
fish and fisheries. The duties of the commissioner were thus 
defined: “ To prosecute Investigations on tbe subject of the 
diminution of valuable fishes; with the view of ascertaining 
whether any, and what diminution In the number of the food- 
fishes of tbe coast and the lakes of tbe United States, has taken 
place, and, If so, to what causes the same Is due; and also 
whether any, and what protective, prohibitory, or precautionary 
measures should be adopted la the premises; and to report upon 
the same to Congress.” 


THE APPOINTMENT OF A COMMISSIONER. 

The resolution establishing the office of commissioner of 
fisheries required that the person to be appointed should be a 
civil officer of the government, of proved scientific and practical 
acquaintance with the fishes of the coast, to serve without addi¬ 
tional salary. The choice was thus practically limited to a single 
man, for whom. In fact, the office bad been created. Professor 
Baird, at that time aselstant secretary of tbe Smithsonian Insti¬ 
tution, was appointed, and entered at once upon his duties. 


THE PURPOBE OF THIB ESSAY. 

The Summer of 1880 marks the tenth season of active work 
elnce Us Inception In 1871. The fish commission now fills a 
place tenfold mote extensive and nseful than at first The 
present essay alms to show, In a general way, wbat It has done, 


la doing, and expects to do—Its purposes. Its methods, Its re¬ 
sults. 


THE PLAN OF WORK. 


The work Is uaturally divided Into three sections. 

1. The systematic investigation of tbe waters of the United 
States and of the biological and physical problems which they 
present. The scientific studies of the commission are based upon 
a liberal and philosophical Interpretation of the law. In making 
bis original plans, tbe commissioner Insisted, that to study only 
tbe food-fishes would be of little Importance, and that useful 
conclusions must ncedB rest upon a broad foundation of Investi¬ 
gations purely scientific In character. The life-history of spe¬ 
cies of economic value should be understood from beginning to 
end, but no less requisite Is it to know the histories of the ani¬ 
mals and plants upon which they feed, or upon which tbelr food 
Is nourished; the histories of their enemies and friends, and the 
friends and foes of tbelr enemies and friends, as well as the cur¬ 
rents, temperatures, and other physical phenomena of the waters 
In their relation to migration, reproduction and growth. A 
necessary accompaniment to this division Is the amassing of ma¬ 
terial for research to be stored In the national and other muse¬ 
ums for future use. 

2. The Investigation of the methods of the fisheries past and 
present, and the statistics of production and commerce In fishery 
products. Man, being one of the chief destroyers of fish, hie In¬ 
fluence upon their abundance must be studied. Fishery methods 
aud apparatus must be examined and compared with those of 
other lands, that the use of those which threaten the destruction 
of useful fishes may be discouraged, and that those which are In¬ 
efficient may be replaced by others more serviceable. Statistics 
of Industry and trade must be secured for the use of Congress In 
making treaties or Imposing tariffs, to show to producers the 
best markets, and to consumers where aud with what their needs 
may be supplied. 

3. Tbe Introduction and multiplication of useful food-fishes 
throughout the country, especially in waters under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the general government, or those common to several 
states, none of which might feel willing to make expenditures 
for the benefit of the others. This work, which was not con¬ 
templated wbeD the commission was established, was first under¬ 
taken at the Instance of the American Fish-Cultural Association, 
whose representatives Induced Congress to make a special ap¬ 
propriation for the purpose. This appropriation baa since been 
renewed every year on a more bountiful scale, and propagation 
Is at present by far the most extensive branch of the work of the 
commission, both In respect to number of men employed, and 
quantity of money expended. 

Although activity In this direction maybe regarded In the light 
of applied rather than pure scientific work, it Is particularly Im¬ 
portant to the biologist, since It affords opportunities for Investi¬ 
gating many new problems In physiology and embryology. 


RESULTS WHICH HAVE ALREADY BEEN ACCOMPLISHED. 


The origin of the commission, Its purposes and methods of 
organization having been described, It now remains to review 
the accomplished results of Us work. In many departments, 
especially that of direct research, most efficient services have 
been rendered by volunteers; In fact, a large share of what has 
been accomplished in biological and physical exploration Is the 
result of unpaid labor on the part of some of the most skillful 
American specialists. Although It would be Interesting to re¬ 
view the peculiar features of the work of each Investigator, the 
limits of this paper will not allow me to do ao, or even to men¬ 
tion tbem all by name. 


FAUNAL EXPLORATION. 


Since the Important fisheries center In New England, the coast 
of this district has been the seat of the most active operations In 
marine research. For ten years the commissioner, with a party 
of specialists, has devoted the Summer season to work at the 
shore, at various stations along the coast, from Connecticut to 
Nova Scotia. 

A suitable place having been selected, a temporary laboratory 
Is fitted up with tbe necessary appliances for collecting and study. 
In this are placed from ten to twenty tables, each occupied by 
an Investigator, either an officer of the commission, or a volun¬ 
teer. From 1878 to 1879, Important aid was rendered by the 
secretary of the navy, who detailed for this service a steamer to 
be used In dredging and trawllDg, and this year the Bteamer built 
expressly for the commission Is employed in the same manner.

The regular routine of operations at a Summer station includes 
all the various forms of activity known to naturalists, collecting 
along the shore, seining upon the beaches, setting traps for ani¬ 
mals not otherwise to be obtained, aud scraping with dredge and 
trawl the bottom of the sea at depths as great as can be reached 
by a Bteamer In a trip of three days. In the laboratory are carried 
on tbe usual structural and systematic studies; the preparation 
of museum specimens, and of reports. 81nce the organization 
of the commission, the deep-sea work and the Investigation of 
Invertebrate animals has been under the charge of Prof. Verrlll, 
who had for many years before the commission was established, 
been studying, Independently, the invertebrate fauna of New 
England. 

In addition to wbat has been doue at the Summer station 
more or less exhaustive Investigations have been carried ou by 
smaller parties on many parts of the coast,and In Interior waters. 
Tbe fauna of the grand banks and other off-shore fishing-grounds 
has been partly explored. In 1872, 1873, and 1874, dredging 
was carried on from the coast survey steamer “Bache," by Pro¬ 
fessor Packard and Mr. Cooke, Professor Boilth, Mr. Harger and 
Mr. Rathbun. In 1879, Mr. H. L Osborne spent three months 
in a cod-schooner, collecting material on the grand banks, and 
Mr. N. P. Scudder as long a time on the halibut grounds of 
Davis’ Straits. 

A most remarkable series of contributions has been received 
from the fishermen of Cape Ann. When the fish commission 
had Its headquarters at Gloucester In 1878, a general Interest In 
the zoological work sprang up among the crews of tbe fishing- 
vessels, and Bloce that time they have been vielDg with each 
other lu efforts to find new animals. Their activity has been 
stimulated by the publication of lists of tbelr donations in the 
local papers, and the number of separate lots of specimens re¬ 
ceived, to tbe present time, exceeds eight hundred. Many of 
these lots are large,, consisting of collecting-tanks full of alco¬ 
holic specimens. At least thirty fishing-vessels now carry col¬ 
lecting-tanks on every trip, and many of the fishermen, with 
characteristic superstition, have the Idea tbit It Insures good 
I luck to have a tank on board, and will not go to sea without 
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one. The number of specimens acquired In this manner Is at 
least flfty or sixty thousand, most of them belonging to species 
otherwise unattainable. Each halibut vessel sets, twice dally, 
lines from ten tc fourteen mlleB In length, with hooks upon 
them six feet apart, In water twelve hundred to eighteen hun¬ 
dred feet In depth,and the quantity of living forms brought up In 
this manner and which had never hitherto been saved, Is very 
astonishing. Over thirty species of fishes have thus been added 
to the fauna of North America, and Professor Verrlll Informs me, 
that the number of new and eitra-llmltal forms thus placed upon 
the list of Invertebrates, cannot be less than fifty. 

A permanent collector, Mr. Vlnal N. Edwards, has been em¬ 
ployed at Wood's Holl, and vicinity, since 1871, and many re¬ 
markable forms have also been discovered by him. 

No dredging has yet been attempted by the commission south 
of Long Island, though much has been done In shore work, es¬ 
pecially among the fishes by special agents and friends of the 
commission, and by the parties stationed here and there In tho 
work of fish-culture. Mr. E. G. Blackford, of Fulton Market, 
New York, by carefully watching the market slabs, has added at 
least ten species of fishes to the fauna of the United States. Dr. 
Yarrow, Mr. Earll, and others, have collected from Cape May to 
Key West. The Gulf States’ coast was explored last Winter by 
a party conducted by Mr. Silas Stearns, who spent nine months 
In studying the food fishes and useful Invertebrates In behalf of 
the commission and the census. The entire Pacific coast has 
been scoured by Prof. Jordan, for the commission and the census, 
and the Ichthyology of that region has been enriched by the dis¬ 
covery of sixty species new to the fauna, forty of them being new 
to science. A similar Investigation on tfe Great Lakes has been 
carried over a period of several years by the late Mr. Milner and 
Mr. Krumllen. The Ichthyology of the rivers of the country has 
received much attention from the many experts employed by the 
commission In fish-cultural work. 

In addition to these local studies, may be mentioned the gen¬ 
eral explorations such as are now being carried on for the oys¬ 
ter, by Mr. Ernest Ingersoll, and Mr. John A. Ryder, for the 
Bhad by Col. McDonald, for the smelt and Atlantic salmon by Mr. 
C. G. Atkins, and the qulnnat salmon by Mr. Livingston Stone. 

A partial Indication of what has been accomplished may be 
found In the number of species added to the various faunal lists. 
Take, for Instance, the cepholopod mollusks of New England, in 
Prof. Verrlll’s recently published monographs, twenty species are 
mentioned, thirteen of which are new to science. Ten years ago 
only three were known. 

I am Indebted to Prof. Verrlll for the following statement of 
the number of species added within the past ten y ears, to the 
fauna of New England, mainly through the work of the commis¬ 
sion:

It is but ju6t to say that many of these species were obtained 
by Prof. Verrlll, In the course of bis Independent explorations In 
Maine and Connecticut, previous to 1871. 

A similar estimate for the fishes Indicates the discovery of at 
least one hundred species on the Eastern Atlantic coast within 
ten years. Half of these are new to science. Forty species have 
been added to the fauna north of Cape Cod; sixteen of these 
are new, and have been found within three years. 8eveuteen 
have been described as new from the Gulf of Mexico. Sixty, and 
more, have bjen added upon the west coast. The results of tho 
Summer’s campaigns are worked in the Winter in the Peabody 
Museum of Yale College, under the direction of Prof. Verrlll, 
and by tbe specialists of the National Museum. 


LIVE HISTORIES. 

One of the most Important features of tbe work Is the prepara¬ 
tion of life-histories of the useful marine animals of the country, 
and great quantities of material have been accumulated relating 
to almost every species. A portion of this has been published. 
More or less complete biographical monographs having been 
printed on the blueflsh, the scup, the menbaden, the 6a)mon, and 
tbe wbltefish, and others are nearly ready. 

Another monograph which may be referred to In this connec¬ 
tion, Is that of Mr. StarMck on the whale fishery, giving its his¬ 
tory from tbe earliest settlement of North America. 

PHYSICAL AND PHYSIOLOGICAL INVESTIGATION. 


ACCLIMATION OF NEW SPECIES AND TISH-COLTUEE. 

The Introduction of new species In water In which they were 
previously unknown, Is of special interest to the student of geo¬ 
graphical distribution. Through tbe agency of tbe commission 
the German carp has already been placed In nearly every state 
and territory, although the work of distribution baa only just Be¬ 
gun, and tbe tench (Tinea vulyarU), and the golden orfe (him 
metanotut), have been acclimated. The abad baa been successfully 
planted In the Mississippi valley and on the coast of California, 
and the California salmon In the rivers of the Atlantic slope. 
The rnarana, or lake whlteflsh, of Europe, has been Introduced 
Into a lake of Wisconsin. It Is not my purpose to speak of the 
great success In re-stocklng with shad and salmon several rivers 
In which the supply was almost exhausted, and In planting the 
schoodic salmon In numerous lakes. As au act of International 
courtesy, California salmon have been successfully Introduced 
into New Zealand and Germany. The propagation work has in¬ 
creased in Importance from year to year, as may be seen by the 
constant Increase In the amount of the annual appropriation. A 
review of the results of the labors of the commission In Increas¬ 
ing the food supply of tbe country, may be found In the annual 
reports. The rude appliances of fish-culture In use ten years ago 
have given way to scientifically devised apparatus, by which mil¬ 
lions of eggs are batched where thousands were, and the demon¬ 
stration of the possibility of stocking rivers and lakes to any 
desired extent has been greatly strengthened. This work was for 
six years most effectually directed by the late Mr, James W. 
Milner, and Is now In charge of Major T. B. FerguBon, also com¬ 
missioner for tbe State of Maryland, by whom bas been devised 
the machinery for propagation on a gigantic scale, by the aid of 
steam, which Is now so successfully In use. 

THE STATISTICS AND HISTORY OP THE PI8UBRIEB. 

The Investigation of the statistics and history of tho fisheries, 
has perhaps assumed greater proportions than was at first con¬ 
templated. One of the Immediate causes of the establishment 
of the commission was the dissension between the line and neb 
fishermen of Southern New England with reference to laws for 
the protection of the deteriorating fisheries of that region. The 
first work of Professor Baird, as commissioner, was to Investi¬ 
gate the causes of this deterioration, and the report of that 
year’s work Includes much statistical material. In the same year 
a zoological and statistical survey of the great lakes was accom¬ 
plished, and various circulars were sent out In contemplation of 
the preparation of monographic reports upon special branches of 
the fisheries, some of which have already been published. 

In 1877, the commissioner and his staff were summoned to 
Halifax to serve as witnesses and experts before the Halifax 
Fishery Commission, then charged with the settlement of the 
amount of compensation to be paid by tbe United States for the 
privilege of participating In the fisheries of the provinces. The 
Information at that time available concerning the fisheries was 
found to-be so slight and Imperfect that a plan for systematic 
Investigation of the subject was arranged, and partially under¬ 
taken. The work was carried on for two seasons with some 
financial aid from tbe Department of State. In 1879, an arrange¬ 
ment was made with the superintendent of the tenth census, who 
agreed to bear a part of the expense of carrying out the scheme 
In full. Some thirty trained experts are now engaged In tho 
preparation of a statistical report on the present state and the 
past history of the fisheries of the United States. This will be 
finished next year, but tbe subject will hereafter be continued in 
monographs upon separate branches of the fisheries, such as the 
halibut fishery, the mackerel fishery, the shad fishery, the cod 
fishery, the herring fishery, the smelt fishery, and various others 
of less Importance. 

DISTRIBUTION OF ZOOLOGICAL COLLECTIONS. 

Hundreds, and even thousands of specimens of a single species 
are often obtained. After those for the National Museum have 
been selected, a great number of duplicates remains. These are 
Identified, labeled, and made up Into sets for exchange wltb 
other museums, and for distribution to schools and small mu¬ 
seums. This Is in accordance wltb the time-honored usage of 
tbe Smithsonian Institution, and Is regarded as an Important 
branch of this work. Several specialists are employed solely In 
making up these sets, and in gathering material required for 
their completion. Within three years fifty sets of fishes in 
alcohol, Including at least 10,000 specimens, have been sent out, 
and flfty sets of Invertebrates embracing 175 species and 250,000 
specimens. One hundred smaller sets of representative forms 
intended for educational purposes, to be given to schools and 
academies, are now being prepared. 

The arrangement of the Invertebrate duplicates Is in the 
charge of Mr. Richard Rathbun; of the fishes, in that of Dr. 
T. H. Bean. 

Facilities have also been given to many Institutions for making 
collections on their own behalf. 


, 1876. 

This year the Commissioner was unable to take the field for 
fishery Investigations having been Instructed to exhibit, In con- 

mMh^la W f 1 fl h h tll< i» Phl 8<1 A lpllla Intern *tlonal Exhibition, the 
method* of fish-culture and the American fisheries. Much, how¬ 
ever, was accomplished by single Investigators In various locall- 
tles. Tbe propagation work continued. Tbls year the first carp 
were Introduced from Germany. * 

_ 1877. 

The field of Investigation was resumed at Salem, Mass., and 
later at Halifax, N. 8. A larger steamer of 800 tons made deep- 
sea research possible. The Commissioner and his staff served as 
exports before the Halifax fishery commission. The propagatlng-

established Id Washington. 

1878—1879. 

In 1878 the Summer station was at Gloucester, Mass., in 1879 
at Provlncetown. These centers of tbe fishing Interest were 
selected, that more attention might be devoted to studyiug the 
history, statistics and methoda of the sea fisheries—a plan for 
the systematic Investigation which seemed yearly more necessary 
In view of tbe dissension between the governments of the United 
States and Great Britain. In 1879 a combination was formed 
with tbe superintendent of the teuth census, by which the Com¬ 
missioner was enabled to carry more rapidly forward this branch 
of the work. Specialists were dispatched to all parts of the 
country to study the biological, statlstcal, and practical aspects 
of the fisheries. In 1878 the breeding of cod and hsddock was 
accomplished at Gloucester; In 1879 the propagation of the oys¬ 
ter was accomplished by co-operation with the Maryland commls- 
slon, under the direction of Major Ferguson, and the distribution 
of the carp throughout tbe country was begun. 

188° 

The Summer station Is at Newport, R. I. The Fish Hawk, a 
steamer of 481 tons, constructed expressly for the work of the 
commission, Ilea at the wharf, now equipped for scientific re- 
l8ter bo employed to the propagation of sea-fish, such 
as the cod and mackerel. Over fifty investigators are In the field 
n the service of the commission. The season was opened by the 
participation of the commission In the International Exhibition 
at Berliu. The first honor-prize, the gift of the Emperor of Ger- 
rnany, was awarded to Professor Baird, not alone as an acknowl¬ 
edgment that the display of the United Stales was the most per¬ 
fect and most Imposing, bnt as a personal tribute to one who, In 
the words of the president of the Deutseber Flschere! Verein, Is 
regarded In Europe a s the first flsh-cul turlst In the world. 

A Tabic of Relative Heights and Measurements of the 
Large-Mouthed Black Bass (AT. PalUdut.) 

In accordance with the promise Indicated In the Chicago 
Fj eld for May 38, Dr. Hcnsball has sent to Dr. Gill the follow- 
ing table showing the ratios of weight to length of the large- 
mouthed black bass. It is to be particularly observed that the 
length is uot the total (that is, Including the caudal fin) but ex¬ 
clusive of the caudal.—E d. '

My Dear Professor: —Inclosed please find, agreeably to 
promise, a partial table of relative weights and measurements of 
the large-mouthed black bass. Those, of course, are only com¬ 
parative, as this fish varies in form In different localities; the 
present list Is made up of the weights and dimensions of many 
specimens by striklog a sort of average as between those of the 
same we ght. 1 will send you a fuller table, and likewise oue of 
tbe small-mouthed bass, as soon as possible. 
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An Interesting Canoe Voyage. 


The temperature of the water In Its relation to tbe movements 
of fish, has from the first, received special attention. Observa¬ 
tions are made regularly during tbe Summer work, and at tbe 
various hatching stations. At the Instance of the commissioner 
an extensive series of observations have for several years been 
made under the direction of the chief signal officer of the army, 
at light-houses, llght-sblps, life-saving and signal station^ care¬ 
fully chosen along the whole coast. This year thirty or more 
fishing schooners and steamers are carrying thermometers to 
record temperatures upon the fishing grounds, a journal of the 
movements of the fish being kept at the Bame time. One practi¬ 
cal result of the study of these observations has been the demon¬ 
stration of tbe cause of the failure of tbe menhaden fisheries on 
the coast of Maine In 1879—a failure on account of which nearly 
two thousand persons were thrown out of employment. 

Another Important series of Investigation^ carried on by Com¬ 
mander Beardsley, of the Navy, shows the error of the ordinary 
manner of nslng the Casel Miller deep-sea thermometer; still 
another series made by Dr. Kidder, of the Navy, and to be carried 
out In future, bad for Its object the determination of the temper¬ 
ature of tue blood of marine animals. 

Observations have also been made by Mr. Miller upon the In¬ 
fluence of a change from sea water lato fresh water, and from 
fresh water Into sea water upon the young of different fishes. 

Mr. H. J. Rice carried on series of studies upon the effect of 
cold In retarding the development of Incubating fish eggs. 

CHEMICAL INVESTIGATION. 

A series of analyses have been made by Professor Atwater to 
determine the chemical composition and nutritive value of fish 
as compared wUh other articles of food. This Investigation Is 
still In progress. 

EMBKYOLOQIOAL INVESTIGATION. 

In connection with the work of flah-cnlture, much attention 
has been paid to embryology. The breeding times and habits of 
nearly all of our fishes have been .tudled, and tbelr relations to 
water temperatures. The embryologlcal history of a number of 
species such as the cod, shad, alewlfe, salmon, smelt, 8panlsh 
mackerel, striped bass, white perch, and tho oyster, have been ob- 
telned under tbe auspices of the commission, by Mosers. Brooks, 
Ryder, Scheeffer, Rice, and others. 


reports. 

Six annual reports have been published, wltb an aggregate of 
5,650 pages. These cover the period 1871 to 1878. Many papers 
relating to tbe work have been published elsewhere, particularly 
descriptions of new species, and results of special faunal ex¬ 
ploration. 

AN EPITOME OF THE HISTORY OF THE COMMISSION. 

5871. 

Tbe Commissioner, with a party of zoologists, established tbe 
first Summer station at Woods Holl, Mass.,other assistants being 
engaged In a similar work at Cape Hatteraa and the Great Lakes. 
He also personally Investigated the alleged decrease of the fish¬ 
eries In Southern New England, taking the testimony of 
numerous witnesses. 

1872. 

This year the Summer station was at Eastport, Me., particular 
attention being paid to the herring fisheries. Tbe survey of the 
Great Lakes was continued, dredging under tbe direction of Prof. 
Packard was begun on the off-shore banks. At the Instance of 
tho American Fish Cultural Association, Congress requested the 
Commissioner to take charge of the work of multiplying valuable 
food-fishes throughout the country. Work was begun on the 
shad, salmon, and whlteflsh, and the eggs of the European salmon 
were Imported. 

1878. 

Tho 8ummer headquarters were fixed at Portland, Me. The 
opportunities for research were greatly Increased by the aid of 
the secretary of the navy, who granted the use of an eighty-ton 
steamer. 

Exploration In the outer waters between Mt. Desert and Cape 
Cod were carried on In the U. 8. coast survey steamer Bache. 
Operations In fish-culture were carried on upon an extensive 
scale. 

1874-1875. 

In 1874 the zoological work centered at Noank, Conn. The 
attempt was made to Introduce shad Into Europe. In 1875 the 
Btatlon was, for a second time, at Woods Holl, where a permanent 
seaside laboratory wlth'aquarla was now established. The num 
her of Investigators this year was about twenty. The increase 
In tho propagation work was proportionately much larger. 


_ Tomau, Wis. 

Editor Chicago Field :-Mr. T. 8. Powers, of Tomab, has 
returned from a canoe voyage up the North Fork of Flam¬ 
beau river. He followed tbe course of the river In all Its 
meanderlngs through numerous lakes almost to Its source. 

He describes the country about tbe head waters of tbls stream 
as a veritable paradise for the angler and sportsman. It Is one 
continuous chain of lakes, In every one of which black bass, 
sliver (or white) bass, pike, pickerel and rauekalonge are abund~ 
sot. He took all the fish be desired, and some very large ones. 
One muskaloDge caught In Lake Manatonlsb weighed over thirty 
pounds. 

The genuine Lake Michigan white fish are also found In several 
of these lakes. Mr. Powers says he Baw the Indians take up one 
of their gill nets and take from It a number of white fish. He 
examined them carefully, and says there Is no question as to 
their Identity. Ho also vlBlted the famous Trout Lake, but 
during his two days’ stay there the weather was very rough, and 
be was unable to catch any of tbe trout which It Is known to con¬ 
tain. He describes It as a most beautiful body of water, so clear 
that a small pobble may be seen to a depth of fifteen feet. He 
also visited Lake Flambeau, Island Lake, Fence, Crawllngstone, 
and many others. Several of these lie within limits of the state 
park, a large tract of land lu Lincoln county, which was set 
apart by an act of the atite legislature two years ago, to be per¬ 
petually preaerved In Its preseui wild natural state. Mr. Powers 
was one of the originators of the bill for tbe establishment of this 
park. 

He (a an enthusiastic sportsman, and a firm friend of the fish 
and game laws. He bas one of the best outfits In the way of 
guns, fishing tackle, boats, camp equipage, etc., In the state.
